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MODIFIED RESTRICTIONS ON POTASH 
IMPORTATIONS VERSUS ABSOLUTE 
PROTECTION OF THE AMERICAN 
INDUSTRY—WHICH WILL SERVE 
BOTH PRODUCER AND CONSUMER 
MORE SATISFACTORILY ? 


Will the interests of both the American potash 
industries and the agriculturist better be served by 
restricted importation of potash for fertilizing pur- 
poses from overseas, or will absolute protection of 
the war-born industries in the United States be re- 
quired to prevent dissipation of the millions of dol- 
lars invested in domestic potash plants during the 
past five years ? 

Such is the question tacitly suggested by a recent 
bulletin published by the Bureau of Soils, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The bulletin throws some in- 
teresting lights upon the extent and quality of our 
natural potash sources, analyzes the present scope 
and future possibilities of potash production as a 
-product of other manufacture, and touches upon 
probability of increased transportation costs in 
future as a factor in distribution.

Interpretation of the general situation as it existed 
when the Department of Agriculture statistics were 
gathered makes it seem probable that production in 
the future must evolve largely from by-product proc- 
esses unless recovery of other materials from the 
saturated brines of the natural domestic sources less- 
ens the cost of potash and tends to make the 
potash so derived more satisfactory for agricultural 
purposes. 

Future possibilities of by-product output, as com- 
pared with potash recovered from natural sources, is 
accenuated in the department’s bulletin by a state- 
ment that the saline lakes of Nebraska, which here- 
tefore have furnished the largest domestic supply of 
potash, probably will be exhausted in about ten years 
at the present rate of extraction. Searles Lake in 
California, the third largest source of soluble potash 
salts in the world, is held by the department to con- 
tain 20,000,000 tons of potash, but the cost of ex- 
traction is implied by the same authorities to be high. 

Likewise, the bulletin points to the probable high 
cost of transportation as a factor that may in the 
future prevent Eastern consumers from availing 
themselves to the fullest extent of potash from West- 
ern natural sources. 

The department indicates that with the by-product 
sources widely distributed over the country and in 
close proximity to the agricultural sections, as many 
of them are today, production of potash through a 
gradual and steady development of processes now in 
operation may offer the most hope for a steady and 
permanent American supply of potash. 


As a whole, the bulletin of the department can- 
not be said to express the most optimistic view of 
the domestic situation, and statistically, at least, 
shows the urgent need for importation of quantities 
sufficient to meet current needs. 


Thus it appears that the natural domestic quan- 
tity as well as quality output is questionable so far 
as fully meeting the future needs of agriculture is 
concerned, and the by-product sources, even after 
millions of dollars have been spent in experimenta- 
tion and plant equipment, are incapable as yet of 
meeting except in a small way the demands that 
have been created by wartime restrictions. 

It, therefore, becomes apparent that to bar abso- 
lutely the importation of potash from abroad is but 
to impede agriculture and to shorten the supply of 
foodstuffs greatly needed in the United States and 
elsewhere throughout the world, while a policy of un- 
restricted importation may sound the death knell of a 
vital industry that has had a good beginning. 

The question that consequently arises, of especial 
interest to those persons engaged in the manufacture, 
importation and use of fertilizers or fertilizer mate- 
rials, is: How shall this problem be met? 

Already the government, through the U. S. Ship- 
ping Board, has arranged for the importation of pot- 
ash net to exceed 75,000 tons, of which but a small 
portion has arrived on these shores. In many quar- 
ters it is held to be doubtful if the United States will 
be able to get all the potash from foreign markets 
that may be required to supplement domestic produc- 
tion, by reason of the world-wide demand being 
made upon Europe. On the other hand, some inter- 
ests greatly fear that Germany will seek to ruin the 
newly created potash industry of the United States 
by dumping large quantities here at prices far below 
costs of production in America. 

At best, the present governmental regulation of 
potash importation is but temporary, and unless other 
legislation is effected which will prevent Germany 
from dumping quantities of this material within the 
United States, domestic industry must cease, for it yet 
has not developed to a point where it may compete in 
price with foreign sources. This is evident from the 
prevailing price of $4.50 per unit (20 pounds) 
charged during the war, as compared with Ger- 
many’s price of approximately 75 cents per unit 
before the war. However, should absolute protection 
be afforded the American industry, it is held by many 
that the natural law of supply and demand would 
force the price far beyond that which the consumer 
feels that he is able to pay. 

Undoubtedly before the War Trade Board ceases 
to function, the recently formed Potash Producers’ 
Association and the Association of Farm Organiza- 
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tions of the National Grange will arrive at some 
agreement whereby restrictive legislation that will be 
fair to the potash producing interests and just to the 
consumer may be framed. 

It is not unlikely that potash prices to the con- 
sumer may so be adjusted under government super- 
vision that they. will fall below the actual cost of 
domestic production, provide the importer with ade- 
quate profit, and through some scheme for equaliza- 
tion afford domestic industry a virtual subsidy upon 
which to continue production and to develop and 
perfect the processes of extraction, with a view to 
augmenting the annual quantity output, and by 
gradual steps to reduce costs of operation until for- 
eign competition may be met without fear or favor.

PRESSMEN’S STRIKE AND ITS DELAY 
OF PUBLICATION OF THE USUAL

ing pressmen and feeders still continuing and all ef- 
forts to show the strikers that they are in bad odor 
have been futile, so far as their leaders in the inter- 
national organizations of their crafts are concerned, 
and publication of technical and trade publications is 
still held up by their unyielding attitude and un- 
willingness to arbitrate or otherwise attempt to com- 
pose their differences with their employers other than 
on the basis of their original demands of a 44-hour 
week and an increase of $14 per week in wages. 

Little can, therefore, be said about the situation 
so far as it affects the Reporter. There is nothing to 
add to previous statements made in these columns, 
namely, that the Reporter has been faithfully com- 
piled right up to the usual time for the going to press 
of this issue and will be so handled each week here- 
after until the strike has been settled or other means 
of issuing the papé¥ without interruption found. 

Further than the preparation of the news and 
other data of the regular editions of the paper, the 
Reporter cannot go at this time, and the publishers 
must perforce halt at that point to await the resump- 
tion of press operation in the old-time routine fash- 
ion. With this condition existent it is still necessary 
for the Reporter to ask its subscribers and adver- 
tisers for a continuance of the loyal support which 
they have shown up to this time, with the assurance 
from the publisheres that they will eventually obtain 
the editions of the publication, thus far delayed, as 
these delayed editions will be published in the usual 
form when mechanical difficulties are overcome. 
These numbers will be replete with the usual market 
and trade information and will be valuable for the 
completion of the files of the Reporter for the cur- 
rent year.

WIDER TRADE POSSIBILITIES SENSED 
THROUGH KNOWLEDGE OF EURO- 
PEAN LABOR COMMODITY MARKET 
—MECHANICAL PROCESSES OF 
UNITED STATES AFFORDS MARKET 
OPPORTUNITY. 





If reports emanating from Europe are to be ac- 
cepted as reliable, the doorway to international trade 
has been opened wider to the United States than 
ever it has before. 

Throughout Europe, with the possible exception 
of Belgium, labor conditions are said to be equally 
if not more hampering to production than recently 
they have been found in the United States. The 
prices of commodities also have risen to points where 
they equal the costs in the United States. 

This statement being accepted as true it then fol- 
lows that the United States possibly occupies a posi- 
tion superior to other nations in the quest for foreign 
trade, as the advanced mechanical methods of pro- 
duction and manufacture give to this nation a big 
advantage over its European competitors. In those 
countries much of the manufactured output has in 
the past been hand-made. 

Thus with American mechanical facilities for pro- 
ducing goods, equal labor difficulties, and more or 
less standardization of commodity prices throughout 
the world, America’s prime need is, first, production 
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in quantity to meet domestic needs; second,, an ex- 
cess for shipment to other countries, and, third, close 
study of manufacturing conditions and markets else- 


where.

Mr. McCotter was born August 3, 1841, 
of Scotch-Irish parentage. At the age 
of sixteen he left school to accept em-~ 
ployment with the firm of B. A. Fahn- 
stock Hull & Co., with whom he was 
associated until 1865, when he resigned 
to form a partnership with Reuben 

aniell. 
Datnat partnership continued for a 
period of years and upon the retirement 
of Mr. Daniell the business was con- 
ducted under his own name until Samuel 
M. Moneypenny, a_ nephew, was taken 
into partnership. Later Mr. McCotter’s 
sons, Samuel G., Jr., and Herbert, entered 
the business under the present trade 
name of Samuel G. McCotter & Co., with 
offices at 13 Gold street. 

Although he retired in 1903 from ac- 
tive participation in the business he had 
founded, nevertheless he took a_promi- 
nent part in the affairs of the National 
Aniline & Chemical Co., in which he 
also was interested. ,Until 1916, when 
he retired entirely from business life, he 
acted in an advisory capacity to his 
sons and was recognized generally as an 
authority upon. questions connected with 
the drugs trades. 

In 1868 ht married Mary J. Money- 
penny. His widow, two sons, four un- 
married daughters and two grandchil- 
dren survive him, 

Throughout his long life Mr. McCotter 
displayed a quiet, unassuming attitude 
which won him a large number of friends. 
Literally, his word was his bond and his 
integrity in all transactions was a large 
factor in building up of his_ business. 
His characteristically quiet traits are 
well exemplified by the fact that even in 
death he wished no ostentatious display, 
and he left a request that in burial all 
outward ceremony be dispensed with, a 
wish that the family observed explicitly.

SUPPORT CALDER BILL 


Food and Drug Interests Back Leg- 
islation for Uniformity of 


Shipping Control 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 
Representatives of food manufactur- 
ers and drug interests appeared on 
Wednesday of this week before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Agriculture and For- 


estry in support of Senator Calder’s bill 
providing that no State laws_ shall in- 
terfere with the Federal pure food law's 
control over products shipped in inter- 
state commerce and sold to consumer in 
original packages. 

Senator Calder of New York, author of 
the bill, appeared and spoke briefly in 
support of it. General surprise was _ ex- 
pressed when Dr. Carl Alsberg, chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of 
Agriculture, declared his opposition to 
the measure. He said that a great many 
States have food laws more progressive 
than the Federal law and that the pow- 
ers of the States under such laws should 
not be taken away from them. 

Most of the morning was consumed by 
arguments in support of the constitution- 
ality of the bill by Thomas E. Lannen of 
Chicago, who spoke for the National 
Confectioners’ Association, the National 
Manufacturers of Soda Water Flavor 
Manufacturers, the Associated Retail 
Confectioners of the United States, the 
American Manufacturers’ Association of 
Products from Corn, the Independent 
Bottlers’ Protective Association of Chi- 
cago, and by Harry Thompson, attorney 
for the proprietary medicine manufac- 
turers. 

Both speakers declared there could be 
no doubt as to the constitutionality of 
the bill. Tannen was cross-examined at 
length by Senator McNary of Oregon, a 
member of the committee. The consti- 
tutional arguments submitted convinced 
at least some of the Senators present, 
according to statements made by them 
later. Thompson made a good argu- 
ment, Senators said. It was shown that 
food and drug manufacturers have much 
trouble with the State laws of Minne- 
sota and North Dakota, from which lat- 
ter State comes Senator Gronna, chair- 
man of the Agricultural Committee. 
Those States prohibit coal-tar products. 

Lannen urged that such products are 
not injurious to health. He exposed 
some of the peculiar and restrictive pro- 
visions of the laws of various States :— 
How packages must in some instances be 
marked differently, how different colored 
paper must be used, how marks must be 
in various kinds of type and size of let- 
ters, how certain language must be used 
describing the contents of some pack- 
ages, how marks of weight and content 
must be placed on different parts of the 
packages, etc. 

Witnesses expressed willingness that 
the Federal Government make its recu- 
lations and laws as strict as it wished 
provided there is uniformity in the sys- 
tem, which there is not now under the

Both favor- 
ing the bill. Mr. Spencer said that one 
of the cardinal tenets of his association 
was to endeavor to secure uniformity of 
laws relating to food. 

J. J. Farrell of Minnesota, represent- 
ing dairy interests, said that under the 
Calder bill it would be possible to ship 
into certain States which prohibit the 
use of oleomargarine, that article col- 
ored in imitation of butter. Hence he 
opposed certain features of the bill. 

On the other hand, J. J. Deady, rep- 
resenting the Armours, favored it. 
Among others attending the hearing was 
B. C. Wells, an attorney.

The United States Alkali Exporters’ 
Association announced its policy for the

It states 
that considerable progress has been made 
in the matter of standardizing the quality 
of goods shipped as well as the packages 
in which it is offered and it is hoped that 
further progress will be made in the 
coming year. 

The conclusion of the bulletin and the 
invitation to alkali producers to join it 
follow :— 

“The association welcomes to its member- 
ship any reputable manufacturer of soda ash 
or caustic soda whose product will come up 
to the specifications set by the,association and 
whose package is properly designed to meet 
the hard usage of sea tonnage. The mem- 
bers of the association are as follows: The 
Columbia Chemical Co., Diamond Alkali Co., 
Hooker Electrochemical Co., Mathieson Al- 
kali Works, Inc., Michigan Alkali Co., Penn- 
sylvania Salt Manufacturing Co., Republic 
Chemical Co., Solvay Process Co., Warner- 
Klipstein Chemical Co. 

“The officials of the association are: Presi- 
dent, Eli Winkler; vice-president, H. G. Car- 
rell; secretary and treasurer, H. M. Hooker; 

Export orders are ac- 
cepted either by the association or by any of 
its members, and the results for the first five 
months of its operation have been eminently 
satisfactory. The industry has maintained a 
good volume of exports and believes a good 
start has been made in establishing firm and 
permanent connections abroad.’’

Salt Boring in Holland Indicates Pos- 
sible Billion-Ton Bed in Gel- 


derland Province 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 
According to advices from Consul 
Frank W. Mahin, of Amsterdam, Holland, 
the Royal Netherlands Salt Industry, a 


newly formed company, is about to bore 
for salt in the provinces of Gelderland 
and Overyssel. Some weeks ago it was 
announced that the boring had struck 
salt. Now it is stated that the first salt 
has been delivered, consisting of three 
carloads. 

The preliminary expert investigation 
indicated the possibility of a billion tons 
or more of salt underlying the soil of 
those provinces. If the quality is satis- 
factory (of which nothing has yet been 
said) and production is fast enough, 
Holland will be independent in regard to 
salt. Its consumption of salt is about 
170,000 tons a year, all of which has 
hitherto been imported.

In a letter offered for publication ex- 
President Roosevelt is quoted as favor- 
ing the use of saccharine in these 
words :— 

I always completely disagree with Dr. Wiley 
about saccharin, both as to the label and as 


to its being deleterious. I am, of course, not 
competent to say whether, when used in 
large quantities, in canning, it is, or is not 
deleterious. I have used it many years my- 
self in tea and coffee, and I am continuing 
now to use it. 

In a signed statement Mr. Queeny 


outlines the history of the fight aguinst 
saccharine in detail as follows :— 

Saccharin was discovered about thirty-five 
years ago in Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more, and has been used constantly ever since 
without a single case on record of its having 
done any harm. 

We started the manufacture of the product 
in 1901. 

The pure food bill came up for discussion 
in 1908, and I appeared before the Senate 
committee to inquire how the food and drug 
bill would affect saccharin. I asked them to 
refer to saccharin in the bill. The chairman 
and other members of the committee con- 
curred in the statement that there was noth- 
ing in the bill to prohibit the use of saccharin. 

Wiley, the government food expert, 
was present at the hearing and the committee 
asked that I confer with him. I replied that 
this was useless, as Wiley had already de- 
clared himself prejudiced against saccharin. 

The reason for this prejudice developed later, 
in that Wiley was more or less affiliated with 
the sugar industry. 

When the food bill was enacted in 1906, 
one of Wiley’s first acts was to frame a reg- 
ulation prohibiting the use of saccharin. He 
took this regulation to President Roosevelt 
for the indorsement of the latter, and Roose- 
velt told Wiley, in effect, that he was crazy. 
Wiley was, however, insistent, and as the 
result, Roosevelt created the Remsen Board of 
Scientific Experts to make an investigation. 
This board was composed of the best-known 
scientists in the United States, and in their 
report they gave saccharin a clean bill of 
health, because the limit of quantity which, 
they stated. might prove harmful was far in 
excess of the quantity that could be used, if 
all of the sugar in the United States would 
be displaced by saccharin. 

In the face of this the Pure Food Board, 
composed of Drs. Wiley, Dunlap and a man by 
the name of McCabe, framed a regulation pro- 
hibiting the use of saccharin in food, and took 
this to Prof. Remsen, chairman of the Remsen 
board, for his approval. He refused to give 
this, stating that the report of the board rep- 
resent, ;

The argument advanced by the Department 
of Agriculture is that saccharin has no food 
value, It is not intended as a food—but sim- 
ply a condiment to sweeten That is all. 

The decision of the Remsen board certainly 
disproves @ny claims that saccharin is harm- 
ful. 

The present of the Department of 
Agriculture is induced by a resolution intro- 
duced in the Senate a short while ago by 
Senator Spencer to make an inquiry as to why 
the use of saccharin is not being encouraged 
in the present sugar shortage. This is now 
before the Senate Agriculture Committee for 
consideration, and, concurrently, We are run- 
ning advertisements in the Washington pa- 
pers, like those in the St. Louis papers, not 
only to bring the matter before the people, 
but to bring it to the attention of the officials 
in Washington, inasmuch as we can't get any 
action from the department of Agriculture, 
although they make their bluff through the 
papers. 

A year ago last March, when a similar sugar 
shortage existed, we called the attention of the 
War industries Board to the fact that all Eu- 
rope was using saccharin, and asked that its 
use be encouraged in the United States. 

This met with the approval of the board 
and was in turn sent to the Food Administra- 
tion. it was then returned to the sugar di- 
vision of the Food Administration, and as the 
sugar interests were in charge of this division 
it is readily seen why the proposal failed to 
meet with approval. 

One member of the board went so far as to 
say that the use of saccharin would only be 
encouraged over his dead body. 

That's the only crime against saccharin—its 
use affects the use of sugar. 

Sugar was discovered in the year 700, and 
for a thousand years, thanks to the workings 
of the honey people, it was considered a poison 
u ndsold only in drug stores. Perhaps it 
will take a thousand years for saccharin to 
become popular, 

The views of Dr. Carl Alsberg, chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, Department 
of Agriculture, in the saccharin con- 
troversy previously have been published 
in the Reporter.

Opposing Opinions Inserted in Con- 


gressional Record. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 


Senator Gay of Louisiana has inserted 
in the Congressional Record a_ letter 
from Dr. Carl Alsberg, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry, Department of Agri- 
culture, protesting against the use of 
saccharin in food and drink on _ the 
ground that it is an adulterant, has no 
food value and is uneconomical in use. 
This letter was published in the Reporter 
last week. 

In answer to it Senator Spencer, of 
Missouri, who recently introduced a res- 
olution asking the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture to investigate the suggested 
substitution of saccharin for sugar, has 
inserted in the Record a supplemental re- 
port of the so-called Referee Card on 
Foods and Drugs, of which Prof. Ira 
Remsen was chairman, upon the sub- 
ject of saccharin. The Referee Card re- 
ported that small quantities of saccharin 
are injurious; that it is not an adulter- 
ant if used in food, and that its addition 
to food does not affect the quality or 
strength of such food. 

Beside the Alsberg letter, Senator Gay 
also put into the Record copies of the 
Food and Drugs Board against saccharin, 
issued in 1911 and 1912. There was also 
inserted a statement by Dr. Alsberg in 
which it appears that the saccharin 
question is pending in suits before the 
courts which now will be tried as a re- 
sult of the return of important _govern- 
ment witnesses from France. Dr. Als- 
berg also makes the point that soda 
water, soft drinks, ete, are food, al- 
though they may not be consumed with 
the idea that they are food. Therefore, 
he takes issue with representatives of 
certain chemical industries that even if 
saccharin has no food value its use in 
such articles should not be prohibited 
since they are not taken as food. 

Dr. Alsberg points out in the state- 
ment that there are various other sub- 
stitutes for wqer that have food value 
and which can be used in sweetening soft 
drinks, sodas, etc. In that connection he 
wrote Chairman McNary of the Senate 
Sugar Investigating Sub-Committee a 
letter, which also was put into the Rec- 
ord by Senator Gay, referring to the 
work done by the department alon 
these lines, with reference to the use o 
glucose, refiners’ syrup, maltose syrup, 
corn sugar, honey, etc., in making soft 
drinks and the like.

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POTASH PRODUCTION IN UNITED STATES 
INVESTIGATED BY GOVERNMENT EXPERTS 


Detailed Report Gives Estimated Output, Sources, Costs of Manu- 
facture, Markets and Other Essential Data. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 


The American potash situation, as in- 
terpreted by experts of the Department 
of Agriculture and published in a recent 
bulletin which gives the different sources, 
estimated possible output under condi- 
tions prevailing in the respective locali- 
ties, such as cost of production, nearness 


to markets, transportation facilities and 
expense, and goes thoroughly into the 
question, seems to be summed up in the 
following statement by R. O. E, Davis, 
Bureau of Soils:— 

“The war created a shortage of pot- 
ash, and acting under the stimulus of 
the demand caused by this shortage and 
of the accompanying high prices some 


manufacturers produced potash partly to 
meet the demand. This potash was ob- 
tained mainly from materials yielding it 
most readily, namely, from salines lo- 
cated in the West. By-product sources 
were developed somewhat, but as these 
required considerably more experimenta- 
tion to solve technical problems the quan- 


tities produced from these sources were 
comparatively small. With the return 
of normal prices, the Western producers 


will be handicapped by high freight rates 
to the Eastern or fertilizer markets. The 
production of by-product potash, with 
the gradual solving of the technical de- 
tails of the processes, therefore may of- 
fer most hope for a steady development 
of a permanent American supply. The 
main by-product sources have the advan- 
tage of being located close to the regions 
where fertilizers are consumed. So far 
as the Bureau of Soils is informed, no 
cost data concerning the production of 
American potash are available. It is 
estimated that there are now on hand 
between 15,000 and 20,000 tons of Amer- 
ican potash. The domestic consumption 
of potash during the next year will de- 
pend upon several factors as yet unde- 
termined.” 


Industry Grows Out of War 


In addition to the above facts, the bul- 
letin gives the following information :— 

The American potash industry is largely the 
outgrowth of war conditions. Prior to the 
European war the amount of potash used in 
the United States amounted to about 1,000,000 
gross tons of the salts, containing about 250,- 
000 tons of pure potassium oxid, or potash. 
Practically all of this potash came from Ger- 
many, and about 95 per cent. of the amount 
imported was used in agriculture. In 1vi4 
potash was selling in the United States at 
approximately 75 cents per unit (20 pounds of 
potash), the average wholesale price at Atlan- 
tic ports. 

Potash is essential to the best development 
of many crop plants, and therefore must be 
supplied as a fertilizer ingredient where the 
soil does not contain a sufficient quantity of 
it. During the war imports were very much 
curtailed, and many crops previously supplied 
with potash had to be grown without this 
fertilizer ingredient. The following table 
shows the imports and domestic production of 
potash expressed as K,O from 1913 to 1918:—

Small Amount Imported During War 


It may be seen from this table that small 


amounts of potash were imported durin h 
war period, and that our production, Shick 
Was purely nominal before the war, rose to 
54,000 tons in 1918. The domestic potash in- 
dustry was stimulated by a shortage of ma- 
terial and prevailing high prices. The average 
selling price of American potash in 1918 was 
$4.11 per unit (20 pounds), f. o. b, plant. 
The amount of capital invested in this indus- 
try has been variously estimated and is be- 
Neved to be between $20,000,000 to $30,000,000. 
The following table indicates the sources of 
potash in the United States, the actual pro- 
duction from these sources during 1916, 1917, 
and 1918, and the estimated capacity of the 
producing plants at the close of 1918:—

Production began in 1916, 
and the annual capacity of the two pro- 
ducing plants now in operation is about 
25,000 tons of actual potash, which is 
marketed in the form of salts contain- 
ing 40 per cent. K,O soda ash, borax, 
common salt, and sodium sulphate are 
associated with the potash, and if recov- 
ered might lessen the cost of the potash. 
Reports have been received regarding 
serious injury to crops resulting from 
the use of potash fertilizers containing 
considerable percentages of borax, and 
at the present time it is not possible to 
say to what degree the borax must be 
removed in order to make this potash 
satisfactory for agricultural purposes, 


By-Product Sources 
Cement 


“About 75,000 tons of potash (K,0) 
could be recovered annually from cement 
mills of the United States if they were 
equipped with proper plants. More than 
70 per cent. of the cement output is pro- 


duced in States east of the Mississippi 
River and contiguous to the consump- 
tion centers of potash. The operating 


costs will presumably be low and the re- 
covery of potash dust will abate a serious 
nuisance. Up to the present the consid- 
erable investment involved and the small 
proceeds compared to the value of the 
Se produced have delayed installa- 
Lion, 


Blast Furnaces 


“The recovery of by-product potash 
from blast furnaces is a large potential 
source of supply located near the center 
of potash consumption. The present es- 
timates of the potash recoverable from 
this source are very inconclusive and 
range from 50,000 to 200,000 tons of 
k,0 annually. Plants now being installed 
are expected to demonstrate the feasi- 
bility of recovery from tnis source at 
prices which will compete with foreign 
potash. Blast furnace gasses are ordinarily 
subjected to a cleaning process and are 
then used for fuel The cleaning of the 
blast furnace gasses, which is done ef- 
fectively by potash recovery plants is 
an important factor in making the re- 
gover? of potash from this svurce pro- 

able.

Must Consider Transportation 


In weighing the possibility of output of 
potash from any given source, in competition 
with foreign potash, due consideration must 
be given to the cost of transportation to the 
cer pune regions where the product is 
used, 

Of the plants operating in this coun- 
try there are nine large ones in Ne- 
braska and two at Searles Lake. The 
capacity of plants constructed in these 
two regions amounts to about 75,000 
tons. There are 14 cement mills that 
have installed apparatus for collecting 
potash from mill dust; two blast furn- 
aces have similar plants in operation;

with the expectation, of courne, that 


apart from the particular business of his 


company, he would be In the way of 
bringing about closer relations hetween

Baltimore, thus adding to the Importance 
of thie city as a gateway for foreign 
trade, and *he came back feeling that 
much along thie line had been accom 
ished He explained that everywhere

Disoureing economic conditions gen 
erally, Mr. Huntington said that he was 
rreatly impressed with labor conditions 
in Belgium It seemed to him that Hel 
gium was better off in this respect than 
any other Muropean country, and he was 
firmly of the opinion that Belgium would 
reeover more quickly than any of the 
other nations involved in the war with 
(jermany 

“You could not help but be impressed 
with the attitude of the working class,” 
he aaid ‘They are doing real work, 
and are not counting the hours during 
which they labor 1 walked about the 
atreeta of the cities of Belgium and 
found laborers on the job as late as 
® o'clock In the evening, and they were 
going about their work with enthusiagsm 
The eame thing applies to the plans of

Need of Physical and Chemical Data 
Forcibly Emphasized During War 


Critical tables of physical and chemical 
constants are to be published in the 
United States and an American publica- 
tion committee charged with general or- 
ganization and prosecution of the work 
has been appointed for that purpose, 


The great value of such a compendium 
which may be kept up-to-date by sup- 
plementary publication, was realized by 
the military establishment of the United 
States during the war, when it became 
necessary to comb the universities of this 


country for textbooks that would over 
come the eatrides previously made by 
German acientiate 

At a meeting of the Inter-allled Chem|- 
cal Conference, held in London, July 
14-17, 1919, there was formed an Inter- 


national Union of Pure and Applied Chem 
istry, and it was voted that such critical 
be published in the United States 

At the meeting of the International Re- 
search Council, held in Brussels, July 22, 
1919, the International Union of Pure 
and Applied Chemistry became the Chem- 
ical Section of the International Research 
Council, The vote in regard to the publi- 
eation of critical tables of physical and 
chemical constants was confirmed by the 
chemical seetion and by the physical 
section 

This work has been undertaken by the 
National Research Council in co-operation 


with the American Chemical Society and 
the American Physical Soclety The 
business arrangements are to be In the 
hands of a board of three trustees :-

the National Research Council: Julius 
Stieglitz, appointed by the American 
Chemical Soctety, and Kdward PL Hyde, 
appointed by the American Physical 
Soctety.

NEW PAINT TESTS 


Analysis of Prepared Paints and For- 
eign Seed Oils Issued by Gov- 


ernment Bureau 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 
Spreading rate of prepared paint 


products and results of new exposure 
testa made recently to determine the 
preserving qualities of various paints 
and varnishes on wood and metal sur- 


faces are the subjects of text and charts 
by Henry A. Gardner, just published in 
circular form by the Institute of Indus- 
trial Research here. 


Other publications from the same 
source describe the properties of a sort 
of “soft lumbang” oil, known as Aleur- 
ites Trisperma, which comes from the 


seeds of the same botanical species as 
tung olf and lumbang oil, being expressed 
from the fruit of a 40-foot tree which 
grows in the Philippine islands. The 


oil has not yet found its way into the 
paint and varnish industry, but appears 
to be an excellent drying oil, judging 
from tests conducted by Mr. Gardner. 
An interesting foreign seed-oil that is 
clear and has a dark green hue and 
which was shipped into this country as 


tung oi] has been analyzed by Mr Gard- 
ner and is believed by him to be identi- 
eal with an oil known as Palo Maria 
which is expressed from the kernel of a 
large hardwood tree found along the 
seashores throughout the tropics of both 
hemispheres. Information as to the con- 
stants of the oil listed and other labor- 
atory results are given in a pamphlet 
published by the institute, concluding 
with a statement by Mr. Gardner that 
the drying properties of this oil are not 
good, and that it is apparent special 
treatment would be required to make it 
applicable to the paint industry. 
Information revealed by analytical 
tests of blubber-type oils and their rec- 
ommended application in admixture with 
real drying oils is set forth in detail by 
Mr. Gardner in another pamphlet on 
paint and varnish constituents, issued by 
the Institute of Industrial Research. —

PLAN OF BRITISH BOARD OF TRADE 
TO FINANCE ITS EXPORT MERCHANTS 





Will Advance Capital on Bills of Exchange Under Certain Restric- 


tions—F ull Text 


Details of the export credit scheme by 
which the British Government proposes 
to aid its merchants in procuring world- 
wide trade have been released through 
the Board of Trade at London. 

The participative plan announced em- 
braces up to eight per cent. of the value 
of manufactured articles exported or to 
be exported and demands certain com- 


missions to defray expenses and to form 
a fund to meet possible losses. The 
basis of transactions will be bills of ex- 
change. 


Following is the full text of the plan 
as issued by the Export Credits De- 
partment, Board of Trade, London, Sep- 
tember 25 :— 

“The announcement by the Board of Trade 
embodies a previous announcement on the sub- 


ject of the export credits scheme, published 
September 5, together with certain alterations 
and additions bringing that announcement 


up to date: 


“The government is prepared through the 
Export Credits Department of the Board of 
Trade, 10 Basinghall Street, E. C. 2, to con- 


sider applications for advances, up to 80 per 
cent. of the cost of the goods to the seller 
(including freight and insurance and the com- 
mission paid to the department by the seller), 
in respect of exports to Finland, the Baltic 
Provinces (Latvia, Esthonia and Lithuania), 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugoslavia, the areas 
in Russia to which the scheme for insurance 
against abnormal commercial risks applies. 
‘Any variations which may be made from 
time to time in the countries to which the 
scheme relates will be announced. 

“Advances will be made subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

1. The bills of lading are to be surrendered 

to the purchaser against his acceptance of a 
bill of exchange in sterling, drawn by the 
seller for the full amount of the invoice at a 
tener conforming to the agreed length of credit 
and against the deposit by the acceptor of se- 
curity (see next paragraph). The Govern- 
ment will release the drawer from any re- 
course against him for the amount @# the 
advances made except in the case of misrep- 
re itation by such drawer, 
The purchaser must agree to take up the 
bills of lading against a deposit of currency 
which, calculated on the basis of the market 
exchanges, will be the equivalent of the 
amount of the draft plus a margin (usually 
15 per cent.), which value will have to be 
maintained. This deposit must be made with 
the department’s agents in the country of 
purchase and will be held as security for the 
due payment of the bill of exchange. The 
relative insurance policies will be retained as 
additional security. 

“3. The department will consider proposals 
for the deposit of produce or securities instead 
of currency, and in certain cases for the 
deposit of fixed amounts of currency. 

“4. When the advance is needed, the ship- 
ping documents must be accompanied by a 
letter of guarantee from an approved bank of 
the country of purchase or elsewhere, stating 












that the bill of exchange will be accepted 
and the deposit of security made upon the 
first presentation of the documents to the 
buyer, and undertaking that the value of such 


maintained, Applications ac- 
companied by a banker's guarantee of sterling 
payment of the bill at maturity will receive 
preferential consideration

'S. For the convenience of exporters the 
department is prepared to receive applications, 
and if so decided, provisionally to sanction 


advances prior to the shipment of the goods. 


In such cases a limit of time must be stated 
within which the shipping documents, etce., 
will be produced and the advance taken, 


of Announcement 


‘“ The advance made by the department 
will be a first charge upon the proceeds of the 
bill and security, but, if such proceeds are 
less than the cost (including freight, insurance 
and commission paid by the seller to the de- 
partment), the loss represented by the differ- 
ence will be shared between the department 
and the drawer of the bill, the share of the 
department being in proportion which the ad- 
vance bears to the amount of such cost, 
freight, insurance and commission. 


“7. The credits will be granted for such 
periods as the department may determine in 
se case at the time of application for the 
advance, 

“8. Advances will not be made for the ex- 
port of raw materials or of surplus Govern- 
ment stores and preference will be given to 
the finance of goods where the larger part 
of the cost is due to manufacture in this 
country. 

“9. All applications must be, passed to the 
department by the bankers of the seller, 
whose recommendation must be attached. 

“10. After collection of an amount equa] to 
the cost (including freight, insurance, and the 
commission paid to the department by the 
seller), the bill of exchange and any relative 
security will be transferred to the seller if 
payment of the full amount has not been made. 

“11. At any time after the maturity of the 
bill, or after any default, the department will 
be entitled to close a transaction and transfer 
the bill of exchange and relative security to 
the seller, who will bear his proportion, as 
indicated above, of any loss incurred. 

“12. Interest will be calculated at the rate 
of 1 per cent. above the Bank of England 
rate from time to time, ruling with a mini- 
mum of 6 per cent. per annum, and will be 
payable by the purchaser in accordance with 
clauses to be inserted in the bill of exchange. 
The purchaser must agree to increase at the 
end of each six months the security deposited 
so as to cover the amount of such _ interest. 
Commission to defray the expenses of the de- 
partment and to form a fund to meet any 
losses will be payable by the seller at the 
time the advance is taken. He may, how- 
ever, include this commission in his invoice 
and add same to the amount of his cost, 
freight and insurance when calculating the 
amount of the advance. 

“The rates will not be less than 3 per cent. 
for the first year, 4 per cent. for the second 
year, 5 per cent. for the third year, but in 
the event of the bill of exchange being paid 
before maturity, proportionate rebate will be 
allowed to the purchaser. In no case, how- 
ever, will the charge be reduced below 2 per 
cent. 

13. The conditions set out above may be 
modified at any time or in special cases.

Parcel-post packages addressed to the 
foreign countries and colonies to which 
there is a parcel-post service are sub- 
ject to a postage charge of 12 cents a 
pound or fraction of a pound, the Post- 
office Department announces under date 
of October 24, and to certain places 
there is a transit charge which must be 
prepaid in addition by means of post- 
age stamps affixed to the parcels. The 
places named are:—Algeria, Balearic_Is- 
lands, Belgian Congo, British East 
Africa, Egypt. Canary Islands, Corsica, 
India (British and French), Malta, Mes- 
opotamia, Morocco (Spanish), Palestine, 
Paraguay, Sudan (Egyptian), Syria, 
Tunis, Uganda, Zanzibar and Pemba. 

Parcels for certain places in Tibet, 
Persia, and on the Persian Gulf are mail- 
able at the same rates as parcels for 
India, the statement specially notes.

if there were no steel strike the de- 
mand for paint and paint materials, 
already unusually strong, would be so 
great that producers would be unable 
to promise deliveries within even the 
reasonable future, That is because 
paint for renovating and recoating 
purposes is in abnormal demand in 
consequence of the war period when 
this work was shoved aside. This 
particular need is greater than the 
combined paint needs during ordinary 
years. On the other hand it may be 
said that the industry would normally 
suffer greatly from a long steel strike, 
but that the situation is saved by the 
abnormal need of repainting which is 
keeping the market so active. 

The maintenance of white lead at 
its present price surprises many, be- 
cause pig lead has advanced and thus 
cuts into the margin of profit. Lead- 
ing producers believe that present 
prices on pigments can be kept for 
some time and some do not think that 
there will be any advances. It all 
hinges on costs of materials. If pig 
lead and other materials continue ris- 
ing of course there will be no alterna- 
tive but similar advances for pigments. 
Lithopone makers are endeavoring to 
maintain prices, but make no promises 
that the rumors of an advance in the 
near future will not materialize, unless 
their own costs stop mounting. Orders 
for dry colors have been active, with 
an extra large amount of business in 
greens. Following will be found de- 
tailed reports on the principal items 
of the industry:— 


PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


PIG LEAD.—The lead market was 
firm with trading becoming less brisk 
towards the end of the week. The 
coal strike was given as the reason 
for this drop of activity. Leading 
producers quoted 6.75c. New York and 
6.40c, East St. Louis. Outsiders made 
some sales above these figures, at 
6.80c. to 6.85¢c. per pound. On the 
Metal Exchange spot was 6.75c. and 
near 6.774%4c. per pound. East St. Louis,

It is expected that a lower level will 
stimulate trading in spite of the 
strike, but there is no certainty that 
producers will consent to further re- 
ductions. TURPENTINE 

In the local market turpentine is 


quoted at $1.57 a gallon, 

A week ago the price of turpentine 
was $1.65. The price was nominal 
then for stocks had vanished except 
for a few small lots. Today the figure 
$1.57 is given but spot turpentine can- 
not be had. Consumers would un- 
doubtedly pay almost any price asked 
for necessary quantities but even if 
they offered twice the quoted price 
they could not secure the goods for the 
goods are lying out in the harbor. 
Some brokers stated that they believed 
that a sudden end to the strike would 
flood the market and bring prices 
down, but turpentine dealers scout 
the idea and say that the effect will 
be decidedly the reverse, The most 
bullish thing that could happen to the 
market would be the end of the strike. 
Dealers might not allow the price to 
advance much in that case, but there 
is no doubt that they would be able 
to if they so desired. A_ restoration 
of traffic will bring back the firm state 
of the market that should be unavoid- 
able because of the low supply in the 
South. 


Savannah, Ga., Oct. 28, 1919 
The turpentine market closed today firm at

The decline of rosins during the past 
week was due to the same cause that 
affected the turpentine market—the 
shipping tieup which has prevented the 
movement of naval stores. Consumers 
are waiting till the strikes are ove 
before they place large orders, unless 
prices should reach still lower levels 
when undoubtedly buying will be stim- 
ulated. But it is hardly possible that 
the tieup can last much longer. The 
authorities who are handling the ship- 
ping situaticn have assured the public 
that the ticup dare not continue much 
longer. It is causing too great a dis- 
location of the nation’s commerce. So 
it is confidently believed that some 
method of bringing the strike to a 
close will be found. But while this 
hope is entertained by naval stores 
consumers, they are cautious about 
buying now. So at present they are 
marking time and waiting for develop- 
ments.

Labels on Many Soft Drinks Are 
Found to Violate Food and 
Drugs Act

Hundreds of new beverages have been 
rushed to the soda fountains and to 
stands by makers who have not in- 
formed themselves of the provisions of 
the Food and Drugs Act directly con- 
cerning their industry. 

The Bureau of Chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, which 
enforces this act, finds the principal 
source of difficulty for numerous makers 
of soft drinks to be a disregard of the 
opinion issued by the bureau several 
years ago, that “such terms as ade, 
punch, crush, and smash, when used in 
conjunction with the name of a fruit, 
ean be supplied correctly only to bev- 
erages, either still or carbonated, which 
contain the fruit or juices of the fruit 
named. Such terms should not be ap- 
plied to products flavored only with es- 
sential oils or essences.” 

Labels which the authorities declare 
to be false have been resorted to by 
many soft drink manufacturers in an 
effort to explain the cloudy appearance 
of their products. The use of extracts 
containing alcohol having been declared 
unlawful or inadvisable, soft-drink mak- 
ers have resorted to extracts which are 
in the form of emulsions. 

Generally speaking, such’ substitutes 
are just as good as the alcoholic ex- 
tracts, but when used in drinks show a 
cloudy appearance. This characteristic 
of many of the new beverages has led 
manufacturers to attempt explanation by 
wording and jllustration on their labels 
that specifically state or imply the bev- 
erage contains fruit juice or fruit pulp, 
whereas the product really is flavored 
only with essences or essential oils.

Bass-Hueter Paint Co. Begins Con-

Of 
course adverse weather conditions may 
affect the harvest, but flaxseed men do 
not apprehend any of these mis- 
fortunes. They believe that America 
will be offered all the seed that crush- 
ers need. The belief that existed some 
months ago that Europe would absorb 
a large part of the crop is not generally 
held now, for it looks as though the 
Argentine people would prefer to ship 
to America because of prompter pay- 
ments from this country. : 

The natural effect of large importa- 
tions from South America will keep 
prices from climbing, but all this re- 
jates to the future after the crop has 
been taken in. In the period just 
ahead it is hard to see how prices can 
fall beyond slight fluctuations, for the 
reason that an immediate need for 
seed exists here. It is fortunate that 
the South American outlook is so good. 
for the Western fields cannot be 
counted on to exceed last year’s ra- 
ther poor crop and in fact are likely to 
furnish still less seed than formerly. 
Western crushers report that the of- 
ferings have been low, though they are 
aware that farmers have more in sight 
and are holding back for the present. 
But the total amount from the Ameri- 
can fields, including Canada, is not 
likely to equal 12,000,000 and may be 
below 10,000,000.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 29. 


Difficulty in securing Argentine seed 
from the seacoast resulted in a stronger 
demand for the domestic seed offerings 
in the past few days and prices are again 
showing strength compared with the 
futures. Virtually all of the seed that 
arrives on the market is contracted for 
prior to delivery so there is extremely 
small offerings for spot sale. Buyers 
are on the keen look-out for seed being 
loaded at interior elevators and will pay 
spot price for anything the commission 
men can give car numbers on or for seed 
that is already in transit. 


Although there is a steady inquiry for 
seed to arrive, there is virtually nothing 
offered on that basis. As a rule the buy- 
ers bid 1@4c. under spot prices for seed 
to arrive, according to the section of the 
country from which it is offered and the 
shippers seem to prefer to allow their 
stuff to run to market. Some of them 
put the seed in transit and wait for a

provement in the farm movement of late 
and that the bulk of the farmers are 
holding back all grains. During the past 
few days there was considerable snow 
received in North Dakota and _ the 
weather dropped down around the zero 
mark. This may result in heavier de- 
liveries, as roads will be in better shape 
and the farmers cannot plow. No par- 
ticular increase is shown in the interior 
elevator reports received to-day. Mon- 
tana has shipped no seed as yet. 

To date the movement of seed to 
Minneapolis totals 1,126,930 bushels com- 
pared with a total of 1,290,470 bushels 
received a year ago. Inasmuch as this 
market received the bulk of the move- 
ment owing to the big crushing demand 
and stiff premiums, it can be seen that 
either the crop was smaller than esti- 
mated or that the farmers are feeling 
bullish. Since August 1 Duluth has re- 
ceived 615,000 bushels, compared with a 
total of 1,151,000 bushels received a year 
ago. Of late no threshing reports have 
been received and indications of what 
can be expected from the acreage har- 
vested are hazy. Prices will have to 
rally further to encourage the farmers 
in the matter of harvesting some of their 
poorest fields. 

No Asiatic seed was offered for sale in 
the local market during the past week, 
but the crushers are in receipt of better 
advices concerning the Argentine crop 
and are able to contract for new crop 
seed about as freely as they want to. 
It has been estimated that oil sales dur- 
ing the past few months will require 
about 15,000,000 bushels of seed for ful- 
fillment. Unless the domestic crop is 
much better than the trade expects, a 
large volume of Argentine seed will have 
to be imported to fill contracts already 
made. Oil buyers are still in the market 
and further contracts will probably have 
to = covered by purchases of foreign 
seed. 

Owing to the longshoremen’s strike no 
Argentine seed has been received in the 
local market as yet. + About 200,000 
bushels are to be shipped here from the 
seaboard, according to reports, and pos- 
sibly more. The large lot represents the 
activity of one crushing company. Other 
companies are talking of bringing in a 
supply for local crushing unless there is 
an improvement in the domestic move- 
ment. Some Argentine seed intended 
for local mills was diverted elsewhere 
because of a greater need. 

Out of town crushers have been promi- 
nent buyers in the market during the 
past week and helped to keep the market 
very strong compared with the futures. 
Local crushers fought hard to keep sup- 
plies here and the rising tendency of 
values tended to keep down the out move- 
ment from here. Conditions Were against 
free shipping to outside points as local 
crushers had the call on most of the 
receipts because of arrive contracts. In 
order to get full car lots smaller lots 
had to be assembled and transferred, 
which entailed considerable expense in 
addition to the premiums paid, so the 
outsiders were limited in their activities.

FLAXSEED CAKE AND MEAL 

The market in oil and cake is in a 
waiting state now, with quotations 
largely nominal. Dealers are deferring 
heavy buying for the present in the 
hope that prices will go still lower, 
and crushers are not eager for new 
business because they still have un- 
filled orders on hand. Europe is or- 
dinarily a large customer for cake, but 
crushers have not been anxious to 
make big shipments over there lately 
because of the doubtful credits of the 
European countries other than Great 
Britain. That country gets supplies 
of seed from India and Argentina, and 
is not entering the American market 
heavily for seed. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 29, 1919. 


The demand for oil meal is not as keen 
as it was a short time ago, as many buy- 
ers contracted for supplies rather freely 
during the recent flurry and are not in- 
clined to place fresh orders at the ad- 
vance. The undertone of the market is 
strong, but for the week prices show very 
little change. Crushers report an ability 
to move their day to day surplus, either 
through fresh sales or shipments on old 
contracts. Shipping directions are prompt 
and the out movement is liberal and 
keeps any stock from accumulating. The 
ear situation is favorable for prompt 
movement. Prices quoted at $73 per ton. 

The situation in the cake market is un. 
changed. Financial conditions abroad are 
not stable enough as yet to encourage 
free trading, and as long as there is a 
good domestic demand for meal there 
will be little response to the foreign in- 
quiry for cake.

DRUG REPORTER 


SEATTLE OIL MEN 
PROTEST RATES 


United Opposition Voiced to 
Proposed Increases—Object 


to 10-Day Storage Ruling 


SEATTLE, Oct. 1919. 

There has been considerable activity in 
the oil world here recently and many 
important matters have come up for de- 
cision. The two most important were 
the statements made by James J. Raf- 
ferty, director of the Bureau of Com- 
merce and industry for the Philippine 
Government and the steps taken in re- 
gard to new legislation affecting the im- 
port trade in Oriental oils. Mr. Rafferty 
appeared before the foreign trade bureau 
of the Seattle Chamber of Commerce and 
Commercial Club and called especial at- 
tention to the needs of the Philippine 
Islands at this time. He is representing 
the island government on this trip, and 
was head of the United States Revenue 
Service for the island, also director of 
the Manila Railway, before taking his 
present position. 


He states that some $5,000,000 has been 
set aside by the island government to 
help out any American shipping lines 
that step in. He figures that Seattle is 
three days nearer to Manila than any 
other Pacific port, and would be the first 
choice provided ships are available.” 

Mr. Rafferty stated that he knew of 
fifteen to eighteen vessels now being 
built for government account in the East 
that will be sold to private accounts, and 
urged quick action on the part of local 
shipping men. He also appeared before 
the Port Commission, which passed a 
resolution approving his suggestions, and 
urging that Manila be made the base of 
American operations in the Orient. Ac- 
cordingly, shipping men here may be said 
to have united to present this ports 
claims before the United States and 
Philippine Governments. 


Increased Qil Tariffs 


The other matter of importance was 
consideration of the proposed increase 
in tariff rates on oils, and the ten days 
storage ruling. The Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce, the recently organized Foreign 
Commerce Association of the Pacific 
Coast and the port commission are a 
unit in opposing the increased tariff in 
oils. The port commission has sent its 
attorney, O. B. Thorgrimson, to present

The opinion that the 
South American crop will be large is 
causing many to defer orders till the 
results are known, In the hope of get- 
ting cheaper oil. But while the price 
of oil may be bearishly affected when 
the Argentine crop 1s known, yet it is 
hard to see how the price can go down 
much because the need of oil will ab- 
sorb all the seed that is likely to come, 
because of the necessity of more paint 
than any season America has ever 
known. Cottonseed oil has continued 
slight fluctuations with a general tend- 
ency upward on the part of futures 
and with practically no October and 
3 il for sale. 
pg an bean oil, crude and refined, 
were both in demand in the week, 16% 
@16%c. per pound for crude (fraction- 
al advance), and 22%, @23c. per pound 
for refined (at least one cent higher 
in price). Peanut oils, crude and re- 
fined, were stronger; crude Oriental 
quoted at 22% @23c. per pound (frac- 
tional advance), and refined 26@26 %Bec., 
about one cent advance. Cocoanut oil, 
5 to 7 per cent. acid, was quoted at 
17%c. per pound, Pacific coast; prev- 
jously 17c.; refined, 21%¢c. Lagos palm 
oil was sold at 16%c. per pound. 
Copra quoted at 10c. per pound in bulk 
at Pacific coast; lack of it at New 
York responsible for suspension of op- 
erations in some plants. Corn oil pro- 
duction was hampered for a number 
of days, due to the longshoremen’s 
strike. Fish and animal oils held fairly 
firm. Northern oil is bare of the mar- 
ket, and stocks of Southern were re- 
ported to be light.

LINSEED OIL 


The quiet condition of the linseed 
oil market is no surprise to most pro- 
ducers, who say that they are well 
satisfied that the price has not fallen 
below present figures in view of the 
bearish influences that exist. With a 
gigantic steel strike on and with the 
movement of Argentine seed and the 
export of oil from this port interfered 
with by the longshoremen’s strike, and 
with all the other industrial disturb- 
ances that exist at home and abroad, 
they say that the market is showing 
comparative strength. Then in addi- 
tion, this is naturally a dull season till 
the strength of the year’s seed crop is 
shown. The immediate effect of the 
ending of the longshoremen’s strike, 
which they hope is not far off, will be 
to stiffen the market by encouraging 
buyers. And the needs of the paint 
business will prevent the bearish ef- 
fect of a big South American crop 
from seriously reducing prices later 
on, they believe. The price to the 
end of the year is $1.72, with $1.52 of- 
fered for January forward. Little 
change is apprehended while the pres- 
ent uncertainties exist. 


MINNEAPOLIS. 


The demand for linseed oil is not very 
strong at present. The nervous tone 
shown by flax futures is not encouraging 
to buyers, and they have been waiting 
for a more definite indication of a price 
trend. Although the interest in de- 
ferred oil is very limited, there is still a 
fairly active inquiry for spot offerings 
and the crushers are able to sell as much 
as they can spare for immediate or near- 
by shipment. Until the market reacts 
sharply or gives plain indications of go- 
ing higher the crushers are not expect- 
ing much trade in deferred oil. 

Shipping directions are better than 
good and the car situation is quite fa- 
Vorable. As weather conditions grow 
more rigorous, the ability of the railroads 
to give efficient service will be less, so 
the crushers are trying to get out as 
mack oil as possible before the situation 
urns unfavorable. Possibilities of a rail- 
road strike are not considered great, but 
very effort at present is bent towards 
fetting oil on the way to buyers in as 
arge a volume as possible

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS 


COCONUT OIL. — The strength 
manifested in this oil some days ago 
was retained, demand continuing to 
be good. Demand from soapmakers 
was stated to be of gratifying kind. 
A representative in the East of a Ma- 
nila crusher stated that his firm was 
not offering any stock here. It was 
stated recently that labor troubles af- 
fecting production in South Sea mills 
had been adjusted. The business for 
Europe handled by New York firms, 
and directly from Manila, was re- 
ported to be heavy. Foreign buyers 
are interested in refined oils. The in- 
ability to unload and load vessels has 
been a factor at the local port for 
about a month, and complaint was 
registered by a number of handlers 
of vegetable oils, who said they were 
unable to take oil off ships. “The 
handling of the strike of longshore- 
men, in so far as police protection is 
involyed, is bad,” said a local buyer 
of drying and semi-drying oils. “Men 
who want to work are unable to do 
so.” Manila oil, basis 5 to 7 per cent. 
fatty acids, was quoted at 17%c. per 
pound, bulk, Pacific coast city, and at 
184%c. per pound at New York; 
Cochin domestic in sellers’ tanks at 
New York, 19%c. per pound, and in 
barrels, 20%c.; edible, 21%c. per 
pound. It was stated that imports 
from Holland into London during a 
week recently totaled 4,232 barrels and 
641 cases; also 1,000 cases from Japan. 
Ceylon oil in barrels was quoted at 
13c. per pound in New York; the first 
week in August 20%c.

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the strength shown in cocoanut oll, 
which is now in heavy demand. 
Crushers have evinced interest in 
stocks held in various primary mar- 
kets, and buyers in the States have 
experienced more competition for 
stocks than they have had some time 
ago. Copra, sun dried of South Sea 
Island variety, was quoted at 10c. per 
pound in bulk at the Pacific coast. 
Sales of stock at that price were said 
to have been consummated. The light- 
ness in stocks in copra has also been 
a condition in coconut oils. It was 
said that Manila was obtaining higher 
prices from Europe than it gets from 
the States. So serious has become the 
shortage of copra in New York that 
an Eastern crusher was said to be 
about unable to operate. 

CORN OIL.—An advance of 44c. per 
100 pounds in refined oil in barrels 
was announced by a Western crusher 
this week, the market for refined wit- 
nessing good demand for some time 
past. Crude producers have been re- 
fining oil in some localities where for- 
merly they sold only crude. The pro- 
hibition movement, affecting liquor 
distillers, has led a few factors in that 
business to turn to corn oil making, it 
was learned some time ago. The tie- 
up in and around New York city 
caused by longshoremen has resulted 
in closing down of a refinery, it was 
stated. The quotations of $23.56 per 
100 pounds for refined oil were with- 
drawn by a handler, and it was said 
he would not offer any for some days. 
It would appear that the inability to 
obtain raw materials (due to tie-up) 
has caused suspension of operations. 
The belief grows that high values will 
be maintained. Rising costs of pack- 
ing is a reason given by some. It was 
explained that barrels have been in- 
creased in price. Refined oil in cases, 
contents two five-gallon tins, is sell- 
ing at $1.99% per gallon, New York; 
crude oil, sellers’ tanks at New York, 
18%c.; in barrels, 19.56c. 

HEMPSEED OIL. — Market was 
steady in the week that passed, offer- 
ings were made by only a few factors. 
A crusher of domestic oil was offering 
stock at 22c. per pound in barrels. 
Importations of raw materials have 
been delayed on account of the strike 
by longshoremen in New York. The 
supply of containers has been low in 
some quarters, and the steel strike has 
prevented replenishing ww: supplies. 

OLIVE OIL.—tThe opinion of pro- 
ducers of edible oils here seems to be 
that there will be heavy demand for 
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sumed at the first of next year by 
Spain and perhaps by some other 
countries. Despite the ban on ship- 
ments, oil has been arriving in this 
country, cargoes permitted under per- 
mits granted before the imposition of 
ban. Labor troubles in Spain have 
aroused interest of handlers of oil here, 
The market here has been firm, Tortosa 
grade quoted at $3.25 and other oil 
quoted at $2.90. Oil packed in five- 
gallon tins, and of Spanish origin, was 
quoted at $3.50@3.70. Denatured oil 
was quoted at $2.40@2.50 per gallon; 
foots. 17c. It was said that there was 
considerable quantity of double-pressed 
and triple-pressed edible oils being 
offered locally at low prices, but that 
it was not proving satisfactory. 

PALM OIL.—The inquiry for palm 
oil has been good in the past week, 
with a slackening up in some quarters 
due to labor troubles and other reasons, 
In some instances prices were higher 
than domestic buyers would pay. Im- 
portations of palm oil during a recent 
week at Liverpool included, among 
others, 2,000 casks and 658 puncheons. 
Lagos oil was sold at the close of 
previous period at 16%c., and Niger 
at l6c. Lagos was quoted at 17%c. per 
pound by an importer this week, and 
Niger and Benin at 16% @17c., per, re- 
spectively, for arrival. 

PEANUT OIL.—A buyer’s tank of 
domestic peanut oil was offered in the 
period at 22%c. per pound, mills, the 
market showing additional strength in 
the week, with demand fair. Refined 
oils were said to be moving out of the 
country in heavy shipments. Oil for 
shipment was first quoted by crushers 
of new crop a few weeks ago. Oriental 
peanut oil in sellers’ tanks at Pacific 
coast city was quoted at 22% @23c. per 
sound; refined at 26@26%c. per pound 
in New York. Virgin oil in one-gallon 
tins was quoted at $2.80 per gallon, 
freight prepaid to buyer’s city. The 
failure to obtain foreign stocks from 
vessels in the local port which is 
troubled by the strike of longshoremen 
has been dismaying handlers of oil, 
and some factors are condemning the 
municipal administration for what they 
describe to be lack of police protection 
for men desiring to unload. cargoes. 
Talk continues to be heard of the ex- 
pected decline in receipts here of Ori- 
ental oil in 1920. Concurrent with the 
readjustment of crushing’ business 
abroad comes word of the enlargement 


of activities on this side of the 
Atlantic. 
PERILLA OIL.—Buying interest in 
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others. Oil in New York was quoted 
at 24c. per pound in barrels; at Pacific 
coast city, 22c. per pound in sellers’ 
tanks. 

POPPYSEED OIL.—The market has 
been ruling steady, and demand fair. 
Quotations on domestic crushed oil at 
$3 per gallon were made. Some days 
ago it was stated that it was not likely 
that imported product would be re- 
ceived here. People who stated re- 
cently that they had stocks of raw ma- 
terial were unable to find a crusher 
that would produce the oil at a cost 
low enough to handler to enable him 
to make a profit upon paying for the 
crush. The tie-up in shipping has 
prevented shippers from obtaining data 
concerning stocks of various’ kinds 
aboard vessels. “I have stuff consigned 
to me aboard six or seven ships in the 
harbor,” said a seller on the 30th. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Demand has been 
present in this market for the past 
several weeks, steadiness continuing to 
rule. Demand was traced to foreign 
sources, local interests doing the buy- 
ing, it was explained. A note of warn- 
ing to labor unions was heard the other 
day, when an old-timer said that 
buyers unable to be assured of ship- 
ments from this side were turning for 
supplies of products to other markets. 

SESAME OIL.—The market reflects 
the strength in other edible vegetable 
oils. Stocks were reported to be light 
in quantity. European interest in re- 
fined oils has caused concentration on 
the refining process by a number of 
people. In some oils sold mainly in 
the crude state a transition has taken 
place, and handlers have aimed to pro- 
duce a high standard of refined prod- 
uct. Semi-refined sesame oil was last 
quoted at 2le. per pound in sellers’ 
tanks, Pacific coast city. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The advance in 
refined soya oil has been a feature, 
first hands offering at 22%c. per pound 
in barrels at New York. “The de- 
mand for this product has been heavy,” 
said a handler several days ago. De- 
spite strikes here and poor foreign ex- 
change, demand for edible material has 
been enlisting the energies of producers 
and refiners.

The inability to unload ves- 
sels has interfered with people in the 
fish oil business, as in others. Liver 
oil in sellers’ tanks was quoted at 
$1.10 per gallon at Pacific coast city; 
naphtha-extracted oil was quoted at 
80c. per gallon (body oil). 

HERRING OIL.—The market has 
witnessed fair demand, prices ruling 
firm. Demand for stocks in Oriental 
primary markets has been increasing 
so far as European buyers were con- 
cerned, it was stated some time ago. 
Oriental oil in sellers’ tanks at Pacific 
coast city was quoted at $1 per gallon. 

MENHADEN OIL.—The market has 
been firm in the week. It was stated 
by a handler of Northern oil that he 
had sold his last stock of this season’s 
crude oil about a week ago, and that 
the season had been one of much ac- 
tivity, the factory on numerous occa- 
sions being sold up for weeks ahead 
of delivery dates. Fishing in some 
parts of the South is in progress, and 
will be for a number of weeks. It has 
been the belief of factors that there 
will be a condition at the close of the 
season dissimilar to the 1918 one, when 
there was a large inventory task, 
especially in the North, due to hold- 
over stocks. Oil sold this season went 
in the main to domestic people. (In 
the middle of August crude oil was 
quoted at $1.20 per gallon at Balti- 
more; in the latter part of April, 62c.) 
Southern crude oil is now quoted at 
$1 per gallon in barrels at factory city; 
stocks said to be light. The cloudy 
weather conditions retarded fishing to 
considerable extent this season. 
Pressed oil of light color was quoted 
at $1.23 per gallon; yellow bleached, 
$1.27; white bleached, $1.27, and 
blown at $1.30@1.33. 

SALMON OIL.—The market has been 
holding firmly; there has been a good 
routine demand. The fisheries treaty 
question involving Canada and the 
United States is a topic of interest 
among people in the trade, and com- 
plaint is heard that some of our peo- 
ple would be unfairly dealt with if 
the treaty as now framed is approved 
at Washington. Approval of it has 
taken place in Ottawa. There has 
been an effort to change conditions 
under which packers are conducting 
business in Alaska, also. It is ex- 
pected that several matters will be 
thrashed out, and at least brought 
nearer solution in the next few months. 
Salmon oil was quoted recently at $1 
per gallon in sellers’ tanks at Pacific 
coast. 

SHARK OIL.—The market has been 
holding firmly in the week that passed. 
Supplies were said to be moderate. 
Better facilities to handle fisheries 
have been made possible for next sea- 
son, it was said some days ago. The 
interests identified with shark leather 
production have made arrangements 
to increase the number of fisheries 
stations. Shark liver oil was quoted 
at $1.14 per gallon in sellers’ tanks, 
at shipping place.

SEATTLE OIL MARKET 


SEATTLE, Oct. 1919. 


Following is the situation on oils in the local 
market for the week ended today: 


CHINAWOOD OIL.—The local price on this 
offering underwent no change here in the week 
just closing, but there was noticeably firmer 
undertone and most traders look for the situa- 
tion to pick up. Inquiries have been heavier, 
and the Oriental asking prices on futures have 
stiffened noticeably. The last cable received 
gave a c, i. f. figure of 2lc. for January, 
February, March shipments, as compared with 
a closing here of 20%@2ic, in sellers’ tanks. 
This obviously indicates a higher market on 
this oil. While still dependent on linseed, 
the entrance of several big factors among the 
bidders served to greatly increase local in- 
terest last week. 


TEA OIL.—A purely nominal market will 
have to be reported on tea oil at this time 
and the former asking price of 17c. in sellers’ 
tanks can be allowed to stand for a time at 
least. There are practicably no stocks on 
hand now. 


COCOANUT OIL.—There has been an un- 
usual amount of activity on cocoanut oil re- 
ported here for the past week, with oleomar- 
garine manufacturers the main bidders, The 
week closed with spot offering in sellers’ tanks 
at 17%c., while on futures the held price for 
Manila oil was 17%@li7%c. Sales have been 
consummated within the past week as far 
ahead as June of 1920. This heavy trading is 
pretty sure to be followed by a period of slow 
trading, but this is not expected to have an 
effect on the prices. The final asking price 
of the week on Japanese cocoanut oil was 
16%c. in sellers’ tanks, and there is very 
little of this available. It is announced that 
the grinding of cocoanut oil in Japan will be 
discontinued and business allowed to return 
to its normal channels. During the war con- 
ditions were so upset and there was such a 
demand for oils that practically every line was

ground in Japan, but now it is proving un- 
profitable to haul the raw materials from 
Manila to Japan. There will be enough Jap- 
anese stock available to quote for a few 
months yet, but from now on it will not be 
an active factor in the market. There were 
in the neighborhood of four hundred tanks, 


spot stock, and much more in futures changed 
hands here during the past week, and ar- 


rivals were also large. 
COPRA.—The market on copra naturally 
steadied along with the advance on cocoanut 


oil, and there were plenty of inquiries seen in 


the market. The market closed firm at %%c. 
asked in sellers’ tanks, and there were more 
sales than is normal for this market. Ar- 


rangements are being made by several houses 
here to handle more copra during the present 
season, and future sales at 9%c. were con- 
firmed this week. Further advances in the 
market are still predicted by the dealers. 

COTTONSEED OI1L.—There has been a big 
sale of Chinese cottonseed oil in the Seattle 
market for the past week, the reports of dam- 


age to the southern crop being the biggest 
single factor in this, The close was firm 
with 18@18%c. asked in sellers’ tanks and 


the prospects of further advances were good,

be up to normal brought a quick rush for 
Oriental peanut oil, and this last week saw 
probably the heaviest trading since a year ago, 
just after the signing of the armistice.

That there was a general de- 
mand was proven by the large number of in- 
ter-dealer sales which were recorded. With 
the quality of Southern cottonseed oil off, the 
big users are already layin gplans to put in 
peanut oil, since it can be bieached out best 
of any of the Oriental offerings. Near posi- 
tions were in the greatest demand, but there 
was also plenty of interest shown in the fu- 
tures as well. There were a number of good- 
sized deals, ranging twenty-five tank cars or 
better, and the shipments were very heavy. 
Several carriers came in with peanut oil on 
board, and this stock will be sent East just 
as soon as possible. Advices from Oriental 
shipping points would indicate a greater in- 
terest from European sources. 

SESAME OIL.—The market on sesame oil 
was rather held back by the scarcity of spot 
stock @t this time, but showed a sympathetic 
gain as the result of the demand for peanut 
oil. The close was very firm at 2I1c. in sell- 
ers’ tanks, an increase of a half cent over the 
previous week’s closing. There was more in- 
terest manifested in the future positions as 
well, and most traders predict that both this 
offering and peanut oil are due for more ad- 
vances. 

CORN OIL.—The market is without change 
at $29.85 on Argo per hundredweight, and $2.50 
on Mazola, ex-warehouse, in fives. Average 
business is reported, with some new buying 
channels opening up. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Except for peanut oil, 
soya bean oil was the most active offering 
for the entire market this past week, and the 
inquiries spread all the way from spot to 
March of next year. The close was very 
strong, some asking 16@16%c. in sellers’ 
tanks and others holding to 16%c. as_ the 
proper price. There would seem to be little 
doubt but that the latter figure will be se- 
cured. The new c. i. f. price at the Orient 
is 16%c. and this alone is taken by the 
dealers mean that prices will have to 
advance Resales were rather common, 
as the advance made the poorer grades of 
more relative value. Traders seem to fear 
that the buying orders will cause another 
advance in Oriental asking prices and slow 
up the business again. They say that the 
market there is so sensitive that the place- 
ment of a 10,000-case deal will start prices 
climbing and they do not come down until 
there has been a period of little selling to 
show that the raise was out of reason. Big 
factors were heavy buyers here during the 
week.

Justice's on ffelin sued for $100,000 

mages on the strength of the communi- 
cation dated April 15 last, in which ac- 
cusations were made against the drug 
nouse of which he is head. Reference 
was made in the letter to the sale of 
narcotics by the firm, the intimation be- 
ing that agencies used for distributing 
the drugs passed them on to addicts. 

After the Mayor put his answer in, 
Mr. Schieffelin’s attorneys contended the 
defense was irrevelant and immaterial 
in many. respects and requested of the 
Justice that they be stricken out so that 
the issues might be clarified and limited. 
In each of his five defenses the Mayor 
contended he was actuated by his duty 
as a public officer in sending the letter. 

Justice Lehman said it was a question 
whether the Mayor wrote the letter pur- 
suant to his official duties, adding that 
“it is quite immaterial whether or not 
at other times the defendant has per- 
formed his duties. 

“If the defendant has libelled the plain- 
tiff, the plaintiff has been injured and 
is entitled to damages just as much as 
if the defendant is ordinarily a faithful 
officer or a faithless officer.” 

Justice Lehman struck out the entire 
fifth defense of the Mayor in which he 
pleaded justification for writing the_let- 
ter under the penal law as the Chief 
Magistrate of the city, charged with pre- 
serving the peace and health of the 
community. This defense is held to be 
irrelevant by the court. As immaterial 
the Justice ruled out a number of exhibits 
including a report by the Police Depart- 
ment concerning the use of drugs by 
criminals, the report of Dr. S. Dana Hub- 
bard, city physician in charge of the 
Board of Health drug clinic as to the 
purchase of drugs by addicts from stores 
dealing with Schieffelin & Co., and the 
report of the Rainey Commission which 
investigated the nation-wide use of nar- 
cotica. 

An important ruling by the court ex- 
cluded from the defense the allegation 
that Schieffelin & Co., had pleaded guilty 
in the Federal courts last November to 
violating the insecticide law by failing 
to brand goods shipped. in striking out 
= point as irrelevant the Justice 
sald :— 

“These alleged infractions of the law 
are entirely irrelevant to impeach the 
character of the plaintiff or to show free- 
dom from malice on the defendant's part 
in writing the letter.’’ 

In upholding the contention of the 
Plaintiff that Mayor Hylan’s defense was 
replete with redundant statements, Jus- 
tice Lehman said that no advantage could 
accrue to the defendant by repetition and 
he, therefore, struck them out. However, 
the Justice ruled in favor of the Mayor 
in deciding to allow an exhibit showing 
the sales of narcotics by stores buying 
drugs from the plaintiff's concern.

Alleged refusal of E. M. Javitz & Co., 
Inc., to accept 100 cases of shellac from 
M. Feigel & Bro. Inc., sellers of the goods, 
has resulted in a suit being filed in the 
New York Supreme Court for damages 
of $3,330. On September 5 last an agree- 
ment was made with the defendant, 
states the plaintiff, for the sale of the 
shellac and in accordance with the same, 
the goods were tendered for delivery on 
September 29 with a demand for pay- 
ment. According to the plaintiff, after 
the shellac was refused the defendant 
was notified that it would be sold and 
any loss sustained charged against Ja- 
vitz & Co. On October 25 the shellac 
was disposed of for $14,850 which was 
$3,330 less than the price called for in 
the contract with the defendant, says 
the plaintiff. 


Mitsui & Co. Seek $22,927 Damages 
From Louis A. Hazen 


Louis A. Hazen is made defendant in 
an action brought in the Supreme Court 
by Mitsui & Co., Ltd, for damages of 
$22,927.23. In the complaint, by Tay- 
lor, Knowles and Hack, the plaintiff says 
that a contract was entered into on May 
31, 1918, by which certain merchandise 
was to be shipped to the Pacific coast 
with the understanding that the defend- 
ant was to furnish a letter of credit. 
When the défendant defaulted in the lat- 
ter provision, alleges the plaintiff, Mit- 
sui & Co. offered to arbitrate the dis- 
pute in accordance with the rules of the 
American Spice Trade Association, but 
this proposal was rejected. 


Gila Copper Sulphide Co. Stock Sale 


Involved in Suit 


Tefft & Co. have brought suit in the 
New York Supreme Court against Guy 
M. Spear for $4,787.69 alleged to be the 
balance due on the purchase of 400 
shares of stock of Gila Copper Sulphide 
Co. brought by the plaintiff at the re- 
quest of the defendant for $7,587.69. Mr. 
Spear is said to have paid $2,800 on ac- 
count for the stock. 


Industrial Pitch & Tar Co. Sues 


The Industrial Pitch & Tar Products 
Co, has begun suit in the Supreme Court 
against the Acme Export & Import Co., 
alleging merchandise valued at $1,037 
was delivered to the defendant during 
March and August, last, which has not 
been paid for. 


Toluol Drums Not Returned and 
Seller of Contents Asks $1,200 
—Trade Custom Questioned 


Whether it is the custom in the trade 
to return containers or pay sellers of 
goods their equivalent value when not 
returned, is a question featuring a suit 
brought in the New York Supreme Court by 
Ralph L. Fuller & Co., Inc., against the 
Ossining Chemical Works, Inc., for dam- 
ages for $1,200. The plaintiff says that 
on August 27, 1918, 4,945 gallons of tol- 
uol was sold to the defendant and de- 
livered in 48 drums. It was understood, 
asserts the plaintiff, that the drums were 
to remain the property of the seller, or 
in the event of the buyer’s failure to re- 
turn them, $25 was to be paid for each 
drum. The defendant is charged with 
retaining the drums and refusing to 
make any payment for them, 


Supreme Court of New Jersey Decides 
Against Egyptian Lacquer Co. in 
Rahway Water Pollution Suit 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 31, 1919. 
The Egyptian Lacquer Manufacturing 
Co., which operates a plant at Rahway, 
N. J., has lost a suit in the Supreme 
Court of New Jersey against the Chem- 
ical Co, of America for alleged pollution 


of the Rahway River. The »plaintiff 
asked for $11,120 damages. In the opin- 
ion deciding the case, which was.,written 
by Justice Bergen, it was held that it 
was not a case of an indictment for 
creating or maintaining a public nui- 
sance or for violation of any statute 
against the pollution of a running stream 
but a suit resulting from special .injury. 

The plaintiff in the action set forth 
that the defendant emptied water into 
the river above the intake of the city of 
Rahway, which supplied water to the 
Egyptian Lacquer Co., and contended 
that, as a result, its product was injured 
by the condition of the water supply. 

The opinion stated that the defendant 
does not owe any great duty to the pub- 
lic or any special one to the complain- 
ing company, and that the latter had 
no right of action. It was further de- 
clared in the opinion, that no contracts 
were involved, and consequently there 
were no contract violations.

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ast week has been notable for 
Se many advances taking place in 
poth basic and finished materials. 
Most of them have been expected and 
redicated on the fact that raw ma- 
rials have been steadily advancing 
in price and declining as to reserve 


stocks. Few reactionary elements 
were reported and for the most part 
were restricted to the materials of 
lesser importance. 


Leading the market were the uplifts 
in producers’ quotations on all forms 
of codeine. Last September a decline 
of 60c. per ounce took place, pre- 
sumably due to severe competition 
and low cost of raw material. Condi- 
tions have changed since then and 
the uplift of the past week amounted 
to 60c. per ounce, placing the market 
10c. in advance of its position at the 
time of the decline. It came rather 
as a surprise, owing to the large stocks 
of low cost opium now in the country. 
However, it may be pointed out that 
demand for morphine 1s so heavy as to 
probably turn manufacturers’ atten- 
tion in that direction with the natural 
result that production of codeine has 
fallen behind. Coupled to a good de- 
mand for the substance and gradual 
decline in close competition, the ad- 
vance took place and placed the ma- 
terial in much stronger position. The 
other narcotics were unchanged. 

Decline came in ether. Production 
is large, siocks in outside hands have 
been competing sharply with pro- 
ducers’ offerings and the natural re- 
sult has been a gradual development 
of price shading which was crystal- 
ized into lower prices in the open 
market. 

Ever in a fluctuant s‘ate, alcohol of 
the denatured variety was advanced 
by distillers. Stocks of ethyl alcohol 
are said to be moving strongly and 
reducing the amount available for 
production of the denatured product. 
The movement has been expected, as 
distillers recently advised that they 
would accept no more new business at 
the 56c. per gallon price. The ad- 
vance amounted to 4c. per gallon, plac- 
ing the market in very strong position. 

Coming after the steady advance in 
aniline oil, the advance of 4c. per 
pound in acetanilid was more or less 
expected. For some time past pro- 
ducers have been well sold ahead, ex- 
port business playing an increasing 
part in the added strength on spot. 
Aniline oil stands at 3lc. per pound 
and achieved that point within three 
weeks’ movement from 25c. per pound. 

A stronger undercurrent ran in 
quinine. Second hands maintained the 
market at $1.40 per ounce early in the 
week and toward the close business 
was done at $1.50 per ounce. This 
was despite the fact that there are 
in the harbor still unloaded, but avail- 
able soon, 251,500 ounces from Java. 
This is aboard the steamer Rotti, ar- 
rived October 28. In addition to the 
quinine, she carried 900 bales of cin- 
chona bark consigned to the Amer- 
ican manufacturers of quinine. 

Inquiry for quicksilver developed 
the fact that selling agents have been 
quoting on the basis of future delivery 
and that $80 per flask applied solely 
on such business. Prompt goods have 
commanded $90@95 per flask all week 
and there apparently has not been 
any too much available at that price. 
Italy is still sending supplies to the 
spot. During the period 300 flasks ar- 
rived from Trieste consigned to a 
bank in place of the Italian Mission, 
which previously received the goods. 
The market is still unsettled. 

Several notable advances came in the 
crude drug group. All the advances 
came in materials notable for strength 
of late and were directly in line with 
Predictions made by factors in the 
market for some time past. Buchu 
S emoved to $2.40 inside, with up

ACETANILID.—The continued ad- 
vance in aniline oil has predicateé an- 
other uplift in acetanilid quoetatiens, 
Late in the week producers named 4e, 
per pound advance, making the 
price 50@5lc. per pound, according to 
quantity. Demand is such as to ren- 
der production well below buyers’ re 
quirements. 

ALCOHOL.—Denatured aleehol ad- 
vanced 4c. per gallon during the pe- 
riod, the new price being 60@64ca per 
gallon for 188 proof and 56@60e. per 
gallon for 190 proof. Expert demand 
for ethyl alcohol is. lexnviag much 
smaller quantities available fer de- 
naturing and this has strengthened 
selling views sharply. Other grades 
of alcohol remained unchanged as fel- 
lows:—Ethyl, 188 proof, $4.74@4.79; 
190 proof, $4.79@4.84; methyl, 96 per 
cent, $1.30@1.33; 97 per cent, $1.33@ 
1.36; purified, $1.80@1.83; per gallen 
Deliveries of all varities of aloehel 
have been badly interfered with by the 
harbor strike. Several boats carrying 
cargoes of needed material are still at 
anchor and there is no immediate 
prospect of their being unloaded. 

CAFFEINE.—Alkaloid is very firm 
at $7 per pound. Deliveries ef ene 
manufacturer are said to have beep 
improved following enlarged produc- 
tion, and this has eased off the de- 
livery question to some degree. Hew- 
ever, demand continues in excess ef 
supply as concerns prompt geeds, 


CAMPHOR MONOBROMATED.— 
Makers advanced the material 25c. per 
pound, now naming $4.75@5 per pound, 
The uplift was due to the steadily ad- 
vancing costs of raw material. De- 
mand is no greater than nas been the 
case for some time past. 

CITRIC ACID.—Spot conditions are 
quiet. Large holdings are known to 
be in second hands despite the fact 
that deliveries from recently landed 
supplies undoubtedly have materially 
reduced the outside’ stocks. Prices 
are unchanged either in manufactur- 
ers’ or resellers’ direction. Producers 
find their position as to deliveries 
steadily improving and _ secondhand 
competition bids fair to be eliminated 
for the time being. Quotations in first 
hands were 93@94c. per pound and 
resale of imported goods is approxi- 
mately at the same position. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Bulk goods are 
in much better supply, and a sharp 
reduction has been named during the 
period. The new position is 36@37c. 
per pound, and delivery at this price 
is ample and prompt. Fingers held 
firm at 52@54c. per pound. 

CODEINE.—Makers advanced the 
material sharply during the period. It 
is stated that demand for the mate- 
rial is measurably greater and also

The following advice has been 
received from the primary market: 
SMYRNA, Sept. 19, 1919. 

Owing to heavy purchases last week and to 
a dearth of available stock our market early 
this week opened at 30 piasters per oke higher. 

A few cases changed hands at the higher 
pretensions of our dealers, but buying soon 
stopped, owing to a_sudden material drop in 
the exchange—from Ps. 360 per pound sterling 
it is now down to Ps. 335, and very little de- 
mand at this low figure. 

Nevertheless some continental orders had to 
be executed, followed by speculative pur- 
chases, bringing up the sales of the week to 
66 cases at 15/- to 20/- per pound, c. i. f. 
United Kingdom ports. 

Sightly selected druggists is now at 17/- per 
pound, basis 11 per cent. 

Manufacturing material is now at 16/6 per 
pound, basis 11 per cent. 

Yerli fine elastic paste is now at 19/- to 
20/-, as to quality. Common low grades from 
10/- to 15/-. 

The arrivals from the interior since last June 
to date amount to 650 cases, against 9 at 
same period last year. 

QUICKSILVER.—New York market 
conditions continued in unsettled 
state. Prompt delivery metal com- 
manded $90@95 per flask, according to 
seller and quantity. The future basis 
is reported at $80 per flask. Stocks 
are not large in any direction and were 
large consumers to enter the market 
at the present time prices undoubt- 
edly would move forward sharply. 
However, the steamer Rotti from 
Trieste arrived October 28 with 300 
flasks aboard consigned to a_ bank. 
Considerable business is reported on a 
future delivery basis, as shipments 
from the mines are expected shortly. 
This naturally is the safety valve 
through which escapes those forces 
which would of themselves cause a 
much higher price to prevail. 

QUININE.—With a considerable 
stock in the harbor, but not unloaded 
because of the strike, the quinine 
market continued in much the same 
position as during the past three or 
four weeks. Second hands were in- 
clined to ask somewhat higher prices, 
naming $1.50 per ounce on many in- 
quiries. Demand for a good volume 
of small lots has been marked 
throughout the period and sales were 
effected throughout the cange at $1.40@ 
1.50 per ounce. American manufac- 
turers found their position materially 
unchanged. Deliveries are small and 
earefully allocated to those most in 
need of supplies. There arrived a 
shipment of 900 bales of bark during 
the period, but it is still aboard ship 
and unloading is most uncertain. 

The situation in quinine seems to 
be world-wide in its market agitation. 
The British market at last notice was 
still under government control and 
were it not for this fact prices un- 
doubtedly would advance in that 
market. _ The following analysis has 
been received from London:— 

There is still no relief from the bureaucracy 
of which sulphate of quinine is the subject, 
and the demand in this country in consequence 
is still limited. There is a keen demand for 
other salts and »reparations. There seems to 
be some misapprehension abroad that the Brit- 
ish Quinine Corporation is a selling body. We 
have made inquiries and find that the cor- 
poration does not interfere in the ordinary 
run of trade at all, and consequently no in- 
quiries should be addressed to this body by 
purchasers, who should communicate with the 
ordinary selling houses as in the past. Prices 
show a tendency to rise, as the Amsterdam 
exchange on London which a month or so ago 
was 11.80@11.90 florins is now in the neigh- 
borhood of 11.6@11.10 florins. This is bound 
to react on the price, which will naturally 
have a tendency to rise in consequence of the 
exchange falling. Meanwhile, buyers are once 
again advised to ignore sulphate and concen- 
trate their attention on other salts for the 
time being, it being looked upon that the pres- 
ent impasse wiil be cleared away very shortly 
now. In reference to the disposal of the sur- 
plus government stocks, to which reference 
Was made last week, we are authoritatively 
informed that the greater part was trans- 
ferred to the government of India. The bal- 
ange—a comparatively small quantity—was 


offered by the government to British firms 
throughout the country, who have been in the 
habit of purchasing from them. The imports

RHODOL.—Leading producers now 
name $10.50@11 per pound on this 
material. Lower prices are possible, 
but in order to bring them about raw 
materials must be imported from 
France, and if that is done producers 
of the raw materials in this country 
are likely to go out of business. 

SACCHARIN.—Producers in _ this 
country are selling large quantities of 
the material abroad at the present 
time. It is being shipped to Holland 
and Denmark and to cities whose geo- 
graphical location is such as to make 
it reasonably certain that the ultimate 
destination is Germany. This would 
seem effectually to dispose of rumors 
to the effect that Germany is about to 
offer prompt shipment goods to the 
United States. Prices on spot are not- 
ed at $3.50@4 per pound, according to 
seller and quantity. 

VANILLIN.—The expected advance 
in vanillin took place close to the 
close of the week. Makers moved the 
price up 10c. per ounce, now naming

On the 
spot, sales went through on the basis 
of $3.65@3.75 per pound for two and a 
half pound slabs and up to $4 _per 
pound is asked for the smaller sizes 
Importers generally are of the opinion 
that slabs will go to $4 per pound 
without fail and are inclined to wait 
developments. Sale of goods on the 
spot is not being pressed and appar- 
ently the situation is well in hand. 
With heaviest consumers yet to come 
into the market for supplies, all indi- 
cations point toward a continuation of 
high levels indefinitely. The Ameri- 
can refiners continued to quote $3.30 
per pound in bulk, but is making only 
fractional deliveries based on the ac- 
tual purchases of his regular buyers. 
CHICLE.—Jobbing lots alone are on 
the open market, as the large con- 
sumers are taking up promptly prac- 
tically all landings from Mexico. 
Prices hold firm at $1.50 per pound for 
such gum as can be obtained. 
KARAYA.—With the season of prin- 
cipal consumption over, the market 
has settled to quietude. Sellers are 
quoting powdered goods on the basis 
of 30@40c. per pound, and it has been 
intimated that this price can be shad- 


ed according to size of order and 
seller. 

ESSENTIAL OILS 
Messina essences all advanced on 


higher cables from Italy. Juniper oil 
is strong owing to landings being im- 
possible from cargoes now in the har- 
bor. Wormseed is being offered by 
distillers, but the price is very high. 
BERGAMOT.—Cables came in from 
Italy during the period and the prices 
named were sharply above previous 
offering prices. Just why this advance 
took place is uncertain, but was prob- 
ably a sympathetic advance in connec- 


tion with the other citrus oils. The 

closing quotation was $4.75@5 per 
pound. . 
CAMPHOR.—Native Japanese oil of

Some sellers claim to have 
goods nearby within a 30 to 60 day 
period, but are unable to guarantee de- 
livery within that time.

LAVENDER.—Following the upward 
move in the French market, spot 
values advanced to $10 per pound in- 
side and up to $10.50 per pound is be- 
ing asked for prime goods of unques- 
tioned label. Spanish spike is inside 
at $1.50 per pound owing to the in- 
ability of sellers to secure stocks now 
in the barbor but not available for 
delivery owing to the strike. This 
high price will likely prove of tempo- 
rary duration and is contigent on the 
length of the strike. 

LEMON.—Spot values advanced to 
$1.35 per pound inside at the close of 
the trading period. A sharp advance 
took place in the primary market and 
stronger views are held in all direc- 
tions. According to recent advices re- 
ceived by mail from Palermo, Italy, 
the following summed up the primary 
market situation: 

Considerable interest has been 
this article since last reported. Some orders 
have come in from abroad and also locally 
buyers have been much more aetive. Prices 
have been named also for new crop at the 
full parity of spot figures and transactions 
have already taken place for new oil for 
shipment and delivery in January of next 
year. ‘The general outlook of the lemon crop, 
which, as far as the fruit which can be gath- 
ered early in the season is concerned, is an- 
ticipated to be smaller than last year, the re- 
vival of business which is expected on ac- 
count of the re-opening of the markets of 
the Central Empires and the continually in- 
creasing cost of labor seem to encourage local 
speculators to take some interest in the ar- 
ticle at present figures. 

As lemon oil is the only essential 
now quoted below pre-war prices, sell- 
appreciate the higher quotations 
came during the week. The 
stocks of oil will undoubtedly 
by the increased shipment 
of lemons and the consequent reduc- 
tion in supplies available for the 
manufacture of oil. 

ORANGE.— As happened to all Mes- 
sina essences, orange oil advanced 
sharply on the spot on receipt of high- 
er cables from abroad. Sweet Italian 
oil closed at $3.65 per pound. Natur- 
ally the advance was reflected in West 
Indian oil, which moved to $2.45@2.55 
per pound. An advice reecived from 
Palermo, Italy, states as follows:— 

This article is entirely controlted by the local 
speculators. The new crop of oranges is small 
and, in addition, the prices which are being 
paid for forward contracts for new oranges are 
such that very little fruit is expected to be left 
for pressing purposes. The available supply is 
very limited and the stocks on hand are held 
by speculators who are unceasingiy pushing up 
the price. The figures are entirely nominal as 
the market is coniinually and heavily fluctu- 
ating. 

SANDALWOOD.—While the East 
Indian oil has been steadily dropping 
of late, it is expected that the bottom 
has been reached. In the primary 
market, a rigid and far reaching in- 
vestigation has been in progress, and 
as a result, the source of leakage of 
Mysore wood has been discovered and 
stopped. As a result, it will soon be 
impossible to distill oil in this country 
from the wood imported from the pri- 
mary market, and the only quotations 
available will be set by the selling 
agent for the Mysore syndicate. At 
present, the price on spot is $13.25@ 
13.50 per pound, but how long it will 
be available is problematical. West 
Indian amyris is nominal on spot. 

WORMWOOD.— Spot prices. are 
nominal, there being no stocks and no 
buying have taken place. It is stated 
that the distillers are now offering 
new crop oil at $12 per pound, but 
sellers on spot view this price inflated 
and refuse to entertain business at 
that figure.

ttled industrial condition will be. It 
s state] that there has been less trad- 
ng by far his week than was noted a 
ek ago and that week was not re- 
markable in activiiy. Winancial state- 
ments recently issued by leading 
hemical houses show how this has 
nffected the net earnings of these com- 
panies during the past nine months. 
tis to be noted that in practically 
very case the earnings this year when 
mpared with those for a_ similar 
yericod last year show a marked falling 
pf. While this is due to some extent 
0 the fact that war-time prices were 
preatly inflated and business was done 
during 1918 at very large profits, it is 
tated that the main reason has been 
he fact that the regular fall business 
y iummas been so small this year. 


Leading factors state they have done 
0 little business that they l_urdly can 
see the effects of the regular consum- 
; ing season on their trading. Prices are 
till held at high levels in practically 
ll of the chemical items. This is not 
due to any demand or to any difficulty 
n keeping supplies up to the market. 
Ht is etated that present costs of pro- 
fuction have shown no decline since 
he first of the year and that labor 
sis are constantly advancing. Pro- 
pucers ire therefore unable to offer any 
pupplies at lower prices than they have 
been getting all summer.

monia alum had been proportionately 
advanced, This is due to the strong 
demand and the shortage of supplies of 
the material. The potash material is 
also very firm. Lump potash was 
offered at 8c. per pound in most direc- 
tions, while the chrome grades stand 
firm.at 17c. per pound for chrome 
potash. Chrome ammonia alum is 
quoted by leading producers on the 
basis of 15c. per pound. A _ strong 
market is in progress, and prices are 
well maintained in the absence of 
second-hand supplies. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—This prod- 
uct Was moved up by the producers 
who at the close of the week quoted 
not less than 2‘4ec. per pound for the 
iron free grade. The continued de- 
mand for the material and the fact that 
supplies are tied up on contract in 
some directions were the causes of the 
advance. The commercial grade was 
similarly strong, and no quotations 
lower than 1c. per pound could be 
located during the week. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—There has 
been some demand for this product for 
the past two or three weeks. Sup- 
plies are almost entirely in the hands 
of the producers, and these factors are 
very firm in the way of price. Sales 
of the light on the basis of 15c. per 
pound revresented the low point in the 
market during ethe week. Producers 
quoted the heavy grade on the basis 
of 8c. per pound. A large volume of 
business was done at these levels. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—The market for 
this product which depends on the stee! 
mills for production is very strong at 
present. It is stated that supplies for 
the trade are not to be had in any di- 
rection and when spot material ap- 
pears it is eagerly taken up by the de- 
mand. The producers are not in po- 
sition to assist very much on account 
of the strike and cannot promise ship- 
ments in some quarters before the first 
of the year. Small lots of 26-degree ma- 
terial changed hands at 7c. per pound 
in drums during the week, but there 
was not much available at any figure. 
Nitrate of ammonia is also very firm 
and while goods were quoted out at 
5¥4c. per pound in some directions 
others wanted as high as 7c. per pound 
for their supplies. The market is in 
bad shape in all of the ammonia prod- 
ucts on account of the strike, and 
advances are likely all along the line. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—There has been 
a steady and rather firm market for 
lump sal ammoniac during the week. 
Foreign goods are about out of the 
market, and while importations are said 
to be waiting on the settlement of the 
strike, the spot market is pretty bare. 
Large orders would probably have to 
go to the producers for filling. These 
factors are quoting generally on the 
basis of 31lc. per pound. Imported 
goods are offered in a small way at 
28e. per pound. The refined grades of 
the material are in good demand and 
the producers are asking not less than 
1244c. per pound for the gray nor 13c. 
per pound for the white granulated. 

ANTIMONY.—The market for needle 
antimony is very firm. There has 
been a good call for the oxide makers 
during the week and importers report 
no difficulty in selling their supplies at 
good levels. Quotations on the basis 
of 9c. per pound are well maintained 
and some factors refuse to shade 10c. 
on their supplies. The oxide is as 
usual priced about %c. on the pound 
higher. The sulphurets are being well 
maintained. The stronger demand has 
about cleaned out the spot market and 
at the close there was some difficulty in 
getting large supplies. Prices are firm 
on the basis of 45c. per pound for the 
crimson. 

ARGOLS.—There is a fair demand 
for this material. Supplies are not as 
large as they have been and the mar- 
ket looks decidedly firmer than was 
the case a week or so ago. The lowest 
prices quoted stood at 10c. per pound. 
Some factors demand 10%c. 

ARSENIC.—Glass makers are tak- 
ing large supplies of white arsenic ac- 
cording t) the reports of leading pro- 
ducers. This demand has firmed up 
prices on spot, and while there are still 
offers of the material on the basis of 
94%c. per pound, some factors are not 
offering at less than 10@10%c. per 
pound. The red grade is also in fair 
demand, but is not as strong as is the 
white. Prices hold well, however, and 
offerings at less than 25c. per pound 
were not heard in any direction. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—tThere has 
been a very strong demand for barium 
materials during the past two or three 


- weeks. The leading producers report 


that they are pretty well sold up in 
advance, and while they are still able 
to offer some prompt goods, the amount 
of this material to be had is much 
smaller than was the case a weex ago. 
Sales of the carbonate were put 
through at $60 per ton during the trad- 
ing.

CADMIUM SULPHIDE.—There are 
offerings of yellow cadmium sulphide 
in the spot market at 1%c. per pound. 
Trading is !imited to the small lots 
which have been taken during the 
past two months or more and no large 
business is in prospect. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE.—With export 
shipments held up, there has been a 
flood of offers for domestic consump- 
tion during the week. This has weak- 
ened prices to some extent, and at the 
close 4%c. per pound for carlots could 
probably have been done in most di- 
rections. 

CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—The_ de- 
mand for this material is very strong. 
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The consumers are taking large sup- 
plies and prices are very firm under 
this demand. The supplies offered are 
by no means too large to take care 
of the business coming through. Sales 
on the basis of $20 per ton were re- 
ported but not much was to be had 
under $22. 


CALCIUM HYDRATE.—Hydrate of 
lime is in slack demand and prices are 
generally pretty weak. Sales on the 
basis of 3@4c. per pound were re- 
ported, but there is apparently little 
interest in spot offerings. 

CARBON BISULPHIDE.—This_ma- 
terial has been advanced on better de- 
mand, and the fact that spot stocks 
are rather limited. Inside prices heard 
at the close of the week placed the 
commodity at 6c. per pound inside. 
Some factors quoted moderate quan- 
tities at no less than 7c. per pound. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.— 
There has been a better demand for 
this product during the past week 
than has been noted at any time since 
the first of the year. The advance in 
the bisulphide had the effect of mov- 
ing prices up 1c. on the pound and at 
the close no better than lic. could be 
done on spot. Producers report that 
they are getting some inquiries for 
contracts over 1920. 


CHLORINE. — The liquid chlorine 
situation shows little change from 


week to week. Spot requirements are 
generally filled ex warehouse on the 
basis of 8@9c. per pound, according to 
quantity. Contracts are being ac- 
cepted at somewhat below these levels 
where old customers are concerned. 
The market looks very steady under 
a rood demand. 


CHROME ACETATE.—There has 
been no change in the situation in 


this product since the renort of a week 
ago. Sales on the basis of 5%c. per 
pound for the 20 degree test were re- 
ported. Tradins is verv ligmt. 

COPPER CARBONATE —Prices rule 
steady on a quiet market and recent 
reductions seem to have had little ef- 
fect on the general trading. Sales on 
the basis of 27e. per nound were re- 
ported during the week 

COPPERAS.—The spot situation in 
rreen vitriol looks considerably tighter 
than it did at the close of last week. 
There has been the same_ steady 
routine demand, hut supplies in sec- 
ond hands have been taken up very 
largely on the strength of the busi- 
ness coming through. This has put 
nrices back into the hands of the pro- 
ducers to some extent and sales at 
anywhere from $1.20 to $135 per ecwt. 
were reported during the period. 


ETHYL ACETATE.—The producers 
are offering as low as 80c. per gallon 
for the commercial grade during the 
week. Business hus been slack, and 
there is no feature of interest to re- 
port. 


FERRIC CHLORIDE.--This mate- 
rial is unchanged. There has been a 
fair consuming demand during the 
week, and prices look slightly firmer 
at 14¢, per pound for the 40 degree 
crystals and 6%c. nee pound for the 
40 degree liquid in carboys. 

FLUORSPAR. — Producers report 
that they are doing a large business 
in this product. It is stated that this 
is due to the fact that there is no pos- 
sibility of making shipments during 
the winter season. The demand from 
makers of acid is strong, and prices 
which advanced recently are well 
maintained on the basis of $25 per ton 
for the 85% washed gravel grade. 
Other grades are priced in proportion 
up to $55 per ton for the 96@98% white 
lump which is very scarce at present. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—The require- 
ments of the trade are being taken 
care of by the producers as a rule, and 
their prices are being well maintained 
on the strength of a very good de- 
mand. Second hands are not in the 
market with any supplies, and are 
quoting at not less than 1%c. per 
pound in any direction. 


LEAD ACETATE.—Prices are gen- 
erally unchanged on the basis of 14c. 
per pound for the white crystals. The 
producers report a very firm market 
and a good demand from the consum- 
ers. Sales on the above basis were 
the lowest in the producers’ market. 


LEAD ARSENATE.—There has been 
a further reduction in the prices 
named in the market for this material 
during the week. This is due to the 
fact that the demand is almost neg- 
ligible at this time of the year. The 
producers are now quoting the paste 
on the basis of 12%c. per pound, and 
the powdered at 25c. per pound in car 
lots. Prices are weak even at these 
low levels. 

LEAD NITRATE.—There has not 
been much doing in the market dur- 
ing the week. Offerings as low as 75c. 
per pound were brought out in one di- 
rection, but attracted little attention. 
Business is decidedly dull, and pro- 
ducers are not doing much. 

LIMki ACETATE.—The market is in 
producers’ hands. Acid makers are 
still agitating the matter of lower 
prices and point to the surplus which 
is in the hands of the producers in 
connection with their continual pro- 
duction of wood alcohol as a reason for 
lower prices. So far producers have

LIME SULPHUR.--Lime sulphur 
solution is offered on spot on the 
basis of 17c. per gallon. There is little 
business coming through in the mate- 
rial, and sales are limited to small lots 
for the immediate use of the con- 
sumers, 


MAGNESIUM CHLORIDE, — There 
has been no change in the situation 
since the last report. Producers are 
looking to shipments of magnesite 
from Greece, but these are being held 
up for the present. There has been no 
great demand during the week, and 
prices hold at their levels by decree of 
the producers. Sales at $55 per ton 
were reported during the week. 

NICKEL OXIDE.—There has been 
little interest in the offerings of this 
material in the spot market during the 
past week. Trading is generally in 
small parcels ,and prices are rather 
weak at 40c. per pound. 

NICKEL SALTS.—Nickel sulphate 
of a low grade is in good demand as a 
catalyzing agent. There has, however, 
bee no great call for salts of platers’ 
quality during the week. The rush 
has passed and small additional lots 
are about all that are passing at pres- 


ent. Quotations of the producers are 
generally on the basis of 14c, per 
pound for the single, and llc. per 


pound for the double. The lower grade 
of the sulphate with a percentage of 
copper content is offered at consid- 
erably lower prices. 

PHOSPHORUS. — There has not 
been any feature in the market wor- 
thy for special report during the trad- 
ing period. The producers report a 
good business with the match makers, 
and the call from other consumers is 
holding up well. Sales on the basis of 
60c. per pound for the red amorphous 
grade were reported. The yellow 
sticks are still offered at 35c. per 
pound, and the sesquisulphide at 42 %c. 
per pound. 

POTASH CHLORATE. — Leading 
producers are experiencing a _ very 
good demand and report that their 
prices are very steady at the levels 
noted a week ago. Shipments o7 500 
tons of German muriate are down the 
bay, but cannot be unloaded on ac- 
count of the strike. The spot situa- 
tion in muriate is very strong, but if 
free importation of Alsatian and Ger- 
man goods are allowed to come 
through prices should decline within 
a few weeks at most. At present the 
market looks very firm at 20c. per 
pound. 

POTASH CARBONATE. — Arrivals 
are expected in the near future and 
this has made the situation look much

Other grades 
are priced in the usual proportion. 

SODA ASH.—The situation is firm- 
er than it was a week ago. Second 
hands have only an occasional car to 
offer. Prices are firm on the basis 
of $1.90 per cwt. for goods on spot. 
The producers are in full control and 
are dictating the prices. The contract 
pusiness has been brisk during the 
week and at the close one large con- 
tract for 1920 was reported at 1%c. 
per pound, basis 48 per cent works. 
Slightly lower is understood to have 
been done on other business of this 
class. 

SODA BICARBONATE.—The pro- 
ducers are still offering their supplies 
on the basis of 244c. per pound works. 
Spot goods are offered in most quar- 
ters at $2.40 per cwt. The demand 
continues to be good and some con- 
tracts are reported at the figures pre- 
vailing a year ago. 

SODA BISULPHATE.—There has 
been no change since last week in 
the bisulphate of soda market. The 
demand is steady and prices are in 
the hands of the producers. Sales at 


$3 per ton were reported by promi- 
nent factors. 
SODA BISULPHITE.—There has 





been no change in the reports of the 
producers, who are quoting on a 
steady market at 3%2c. per pound for 
the powders and 1%4c. per pound for 
the 35@38 per cent. liquid. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—The market is in 
the hands of the producers. Second 
hands are unable to get a car. This 
has foreed prices up to the producers’ 
views and at the close of the week 
nothing better than 3%c. per pound 
for solid 76 per cent. goods could be 
done in the spot market.

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—There has 
been no change in the situation in this 
material since the report of a week 
ago. The demand has been strong 
and business hag been as brisk as the 
producers could take care of. Prices 
are very firm and the producers are 
not offering the 60 per cent. solid grade 
at less than 4lc. per pound. The 30 


per cent. crystals were’ generally 
priced at 2%c. per pound during the 
week. 


SULPHITE OF SODA.—There has 
been no change in this material since 
the report of a week ago. Demand is 
routine and prices hold at 8c. per 
pound. 

SULPHOCYANIDE OF SODA.—The 
market is steady under a good demand 
at $1.40 per pound. 

SULPHUR. — There has been no 
change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers and refiners. Sales of the com- 


mercial flour were reported on the 
basis of $1.70@1.75 per pound. The 
superfine commercial was quoted in 
some directions down to $2.25 per 
pound. 

TIN BICHLORIDE.—The market is 


rather weak under pressure to sell on 
the part of the producers. Quotations 
hold at 18c. per pound in most direc- 
tions, but there are persistent rumors 
of shading of this price in some quar- 
ters. Sales at lower levels, however, 
could not be located during the week. 

TIN OXIDE.—There has been little 
action in the market during the week 
and the new price is as weak as was 
the old one. Quotations stand at 57c. 
per pound in the hands of the pro- 


ducers. These factors report little in- 
terest. 
ZINC CARBONATE. — There has 


been a fair demand during the week 
and prices remain in good shape at 
18¢c. per pound. 

ZINC CHLORIDE.—The producers of 
the granular material are offering at 
not less than 12c. per pound and in 
some directions are holding for higher 
than this price. There has been a 
good demand during the week and the 


market continues to look very firm, 
although prices are unchanged. 
ZINC SULPHATE.—Business has 


been rather quiet during the week and 
the prices look rather easy on large 
supplies of the material in the spot 
market. Sales on the basis of 3c. 
per pound were reported, but lower 
might have been done on a firm offer 
for a large lot of the material. 


ACIDS. 


The market for acids is in bad shape 
so far as the mineral acid group is con- 
cerned. There is a marked shortage 
of practically all of the items on the 
list. Nitric is apparently the only ex- 
ception to this rule. The producers 
state that this is due to two causes. 
The first and most important is that 
they were caught unawares by the 
strong demand for the acids which be- 
gan late in August. After the armis- 
tice there was a surplus of practically 
every acid on the list and producers 
thought that the only way out was to 
curtail the production. This accord- 
ingly was done, but the fact that the 
acid users of the country had been 
starved for practically two years was 
not taken into consideration. The sup- 
plies which were held on spot and in 
the government warehouses were rap- 
idly taken up by the demand and at the 
close of the summer practically all of 
this material had passed into con- 
sumption. Buyers were ever then not 
very well supplied with acids, and when 
the demand began to be felt by the 
producers it was sO strong and for 
such large lots that they have been un- 
able to meet it with their curtailed 
production. Naturally this has placed 
supplies at a premium and constantly 
increasing prices have been noted dur- 
ing the past month. The other factor 
which enters into the spot shortage is 
the harbor strike which has tied up 
freight destined for the ports and 
caused a general shortage of material 
in the spot market. It is interesting 
to note that with actual spot sulphuric 
selling as high as $40 per ton in direc- 
tions, there were sales at near by New 
Jersey points as low as $22 per ton, 
The situation in muriatic acid is prac- 
tically the same. It is impossible to 
get any large supplies of the material 
in the spot market and prices here 
have advanced far, above those asked 
in places but a short distance away. 
Naturally all products into which acids 
enter are in a similar position. 

The finer acids have not been very 
active during the past week. The con- 
sumers have been taking only such lots 
as they need for their immediate use 
for some time back, and producers 
state that a very quiet market is in 
progress. The cases of tartaric and 
citric are interesting from the stand. 
point of what foreign competition can 
do to the present market in this coun-

ACETIC_—There has been some in- 
- in the demand for acetic acid 
yee the week and this has had the 
drect of firming up the prices named. 
The producers state that they are now 
operating on a bare margin of profit 
d that they must advance their en- 
oe schedule in the near future unless 
the price of acetate of lime comes 
down a peg. The commerical is selling 
at the repeated levels of 2%c. per 
pound during the week. This is for 
the 28 per cent. test. Other grades of 
the acid are priced in proportion to 
this quotation. 
BATTERY.—The price of battery 
acid 66-degree sulphuric base is still 
yery firm. This is due to no market 
condition, but rather to the fact that 
sulphuric is still very strong and ad- 
vances have been named again during 
the week. Battery acid is now offered 
om the basis of $1 per cwt. in some 
quarters. Other factors state that $1.75 
per ewt. is the best that they can do at 
present. All depends on the cost of 
the sulphuric to the makers. 
BORIC.—There has been no change 
in prices on this acid during the week. 
Thre has been a fair demand 
throughout the period, and quotations 
on the basis of 13%c. per pound 
which represent the producers’ views 
of the market were well maintained in 
every direction. 


BUTYRIC—There has been 


some 


demand during the week, but the mar- 
ket is still too quiet to have prices 
anything like firm. It is stated that 
some shading has been done in certain 


directions, but this could not be con- 
firmed, and prices are repeated at $1.45 
per pound for the 60 per cent. techni- 
cal grade of the material. 

CAMPHORIC. — Prices are steady 
under the fair routine demand, and 
business was done during the week at 
$6 per pound. 

CARBOLIC. — There has been no 
new development in the phenol situa- 
tion during the week excepting the ad- 
vance of the price by the producers 
for pound bottles. The bulk prices are 
unchanged and probably will hold 
very firm at their present levels so 
long as there is any of the govern- 
ment supplies on the market. Sales at 
15c. per pound for carlots and up were 
reported in the trade. Government 
goods is offered at 12c, per pound, but 
attracts little attention. It is stated 
that the bulk of this material must 
be reworked before it is suitable for 
use, 

CHROMIC.—There has been a good 
demand for the refined grade of this 
acid for use in cases where the U.S.P. 
is generally employed. This is due to 
the fact that the U.S.P. is priced so 
high at present. The refined is offered 
by the makers on the basis of 80c. per 
pound. The technical is quiet at 75c. 
per pound, and the U.S.P. is held at 
$1.15 per pound. 

CHRYSOPHANIC.—There has been 
no great demand for this product dur- 
ing the week, and prices are generally 
rather easy at the repeated level of $4 
per pound. 

CINNAMIC. — Makers report that 
they are experiencing a fair consum- 
ing call and that they are able to dis- 
pose of the bulk of their production 
at present prices, which hold up well 
on the basis of $6 per pound. 

CITRIC.—See Drug Market. 


FORMIC.—There has been a good 
demand for formic acid during the 
week. The 15 per cent, grade has been 
the leader in this movement, and it is 
stated that large lots have been turned 
over during the week at good levels. 
The best price heard in the market 
during the week was 75c. per pound, 
and this price is apparently pretty 
well adhered to by sellers as a rule. 

GALLIC.—There has been a good 
demand for gallic acid. The photo- 
graphic trade is taking large quanti- 
ties of the material, and reports are 
current to the effect that prices are 
about to be advanced. At the close of 
the week, there was no indication of 
such action, however, and producers 
are still holding well at $1.15@1.45 per 
pound, according to quantity and 
seller. 

HYDROCHLORIC.—Chemically pure 
hydrochloric acid is being offered on 
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spot on the basis of 8c. per pound. A 
good demand is reported by prominent 
sellers, 

HYDROFLUORIC.—The recent ad- 
vance has had little effect on the trad- 
ing in this material and at the close 
of the week, business was reported as 
having been of normal proportions. 
Prices are being maintained without 
difficulty, and nothing lower than &c. 
per pound for carlots of the 380 per 
cent. grade in barrels was reported. 
Prices ranged from this level up to 
18c. per pound for the 60 per cent, 
grade in carboys. 

LACTIC.—There has been a fair de- 
mand during the week, and while it is 
generally small lots that are inquired 
for the tone of the market is better. 
The 22 per cent. grade is offered on 
spot on the basis of 5c. per pound. 
Prices ranged from this figure all the 
way up to $2.15 per pound for the 9th 
revision U.S.P. 

MIXED. — Some business has been 
put through in mixed acid during the 
week by prominent sellers. The prices 
range from 10c. to lle. per unit of 
nitric and from 14,@1%%e. per unit of 
sulphuric. One far sale of 60-40 acid 
was reported during the week based on 
the inside prices for both materials. 

MOLYBDIC.—There has been no 
change in the demand, which remains 
quiet and prices are easy on the basis 
of $6.50@7.50 per cwt. for the chem- 
ically pure grade, according to seller. 

MURIATIC.—Prices on all grades of 
muriatic are very firm, although the 
general situation looks slightly easier 
at the close of the week. There is 
little of the 22-degree material in the 
market and it is doubtful if better 
than 2\%c. per pound can be done on 
this grade. ‘There is, however, brisk 
trading going on in the 20-degree test 
and prices stand at about 1%c. per 
pound. Supplies are in better shape in 
this acid than they have been for some 
time back and in one or two directions 
the producers are able to offer spot 
goods. 

NITRIC.—There_ is little demand 
for nitric acid, but it is stated in some 
directions that the material is begin- 
ning to look a little firmer than it has 
during the summer. This is due to the 
fact that spot supplies have been 
taken up by the continued small-lot 
demand and that buyers are in the 
market for better lots than they have 
been taking. In some instances 42 
acid is being offered on the 
basis of 7c. per pound. Other sellers 
are advancing their views to 7c. per 
pound for this grade. 

OXALIC.—There has been a fair 
demand for oxalic acid during the 
week and the market was more active 
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than it has been in two months. 
Prices are sustaining their recent ad- 
vance to 24c. per pound in good shape 
and the sellers are generally not eager 
for business even at this figure. The 
foreign grades are still out of the mar- 
ket, but with the recovery of the price, 
goods of this class may be expected, 

PYROGALLIC. — Large producers 
are doing a good business with the 
photographie trades and report prices 
as firmly maintained at the levels 
noted at the time of the last report. 
There has been some difficulty with 
export shipments, particularly to Eng- 
land, in some directions and some liti- 
gation has been started. Prices are 
unchanged and hold well at $2 per 
pound for the crystals and $2.35 per 
pound for the resublimed. 


PHOSPHORIC.—There has been no 
change in the prices of the producers 
and business is still going through on 
the basis of 24c. per pound for the 
50 per cent. and 34c. per pound for 
the 85 per cent. grade of the material. 

SULPHURIC.—There is a_ pro- 
nounced shortage of sulphuric acid in 
the spot market. This is due to the 
fact that the demand for contracts has 
taken up all the available supplies and 
also to the fact that the harbor strike 
is hurting shipments into the port. 
One sale, drums included, was re- 
ported in the spot market at $40 per 
ton, but this is far above the general 
run of quotations. The 66-degree 
grade of the material could have been 
had during the week at $22 per ton in 
some directions and this represents 
the spot market in good shape. There 
is a strong demand for export and one 
order for 1,000 metric tons has gone 
the rounds of the market, but is un- 
filled up to the close. There is not that 
much acid available for export at 
present. 

SULPHUROUS.—There has been a 
fair demand for this material during 
the week and the available supplies 
have been taken up to some extent 
by this demand. Prices are very firm 
and nothing better than 3%c. per 
pound was reported during the past 
week. 

TANNIC.— Producers report that 
they are doing a good business in 
tannic acid in all grades. The U. S. P. 
is moving in good shape and prices 
are well maintained on the basis of 
$1.35 per pound. The principal in- 
terest, however, attaches to the tech- 
nical grades and tanning interests are 
reported as taking large supplies from 
day to day. Sales during the week 
were reported at all the way from

Small quantities come in from time 
to time, but the supply is meager and 
jregular, most of it from scattered 
lots in the hands of individuals who 
are tempted to dispose of it by the high 
prices offered by America, This Euro- 
pan potash is largely the result of 
production dating back some time, and 
js of the lower percentage varieties. 
Reports that Britain has acquired 40,- 
000 tons of German potash are hard to 
understand. If true they indicate that 
production is being renewed, But the 
term “acquired,” used in a recent dis- 
patch, probably means “contracted 
for.” 
Phosphates are still limited in sup- 
ply or nominal because of the acute 
car shortage in the phosphate fields 
of Florida and Tennessee to which is 
added the strikes in Florida. Pro- 
ducers say that the strikes are nearing 
their end and that production has 
started again on a small scale, but the 
car shortage is still about as acute as 
ever, though the Railroad Administra- 
tion is making liberal promises.

blight of the steel strike has fallen on 
sulphate of ammonia, reducing the 
supply to such a point that dealers can 
make no definite promises of deliveries 
to buyers. The few lots available 
about New York have practically all 
been sold. Dealers cannot promise any 
sulphate of ammonia till the resump- 
tion of steel making on a large scale 
enables this by-product of the coke 
ovens to come back strong on the mar- 
ket. And they say that still more time 
must elapse before new orders can be 
filled, for the reason that they are still 
facing old orders unfilled. Till the 
strike Came production was on the in- 
crease and producers believe that the 
settlement will start an acceleration of 
production that will eventually catch 
up to business and then cause a sur- 
plus tor the development of new busi- 
ness. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The prime 
factor in nitrate of soda is the shipping 
situation. Abundance of nitrate is 
available for shipment, but the Amer- 
ican Shipping Board is allowing so few 
ships to be used for the transportation 
of this agricultural necessity that a 
keen shortage is felt here. Represen- 
tations are being made by nitrate men 
that may cause the Shipping Board to 
yield. If speedy relief is not granted, 
say nitrate importers, the price must 
be paid in a lowered production of 
American crops. We cannot get suf- 
ficient nitrates anywhere else. The 
supply must come from Chili. Even 
if the German nitrate plants were now 
taking from the air the nitrate which 
enthusiasts prophesy for the future, 
there would still be the necessity for 
Chilian imports because of the enorm- 
ous demand. Chilian producers are 
busy shipping to Europe, but the sup- 
ply is insufficient for both continents 
if American ships were allotted for the 
transportation. Prices are the same 
in general as last week, with some 
sales made at $3.00. Quotations are 
$2.95 @3.00. 


PHOSPHATES 


The supply of acid phosphate has 
fallen rapidly with the continuation of 
the shortage in production and ship- 
ment. Labor demands have been ris- 
ing with the general rise in the cost of 
living and demands for shorter hours 
have come with the demand for more 
wages. The resulting strikes have 
combined with the railroad car short- 
age to reduce the supply of phosphate 
to such a low level that producers are 
utterly unable to promise deliveries for 
some time ahead. In consequence buy- 
ers have held up orders and the mar- 
ket has grown quieter. suyers abroad 
have been affected particularly. There 
would be a most keen export demand 
if producers were able to fill orders. 
Price of acid phosphate in bulk is still 
$18.00 a ton, and acid phosphate from 
Southern ports is $17.75 to $18.25 a ton. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—A_ resump- 
tion of production on a small scale in 
the Florida fields has been announced 
by producers and they have hopes that 
normal conditions will soon be restored. 
The announcement of the Department 
of Agriculture that prices would not at 
this time be reduced has greatly reas- 
sured producers and made them more 
able to deal with the labor situation. 
With fair prices assured it is no longer 
necessary to work labor under old con- 
ditions, and it will be possible to make 
conditions sufficiently attractive to 
bring labor back into phosphate pro- 
duction on a former scale. Just how 
the strikes will be settled cannot yet 
be said. Producers may refuse to ac- 
cede to definite demands, and at the 
same time may improve conditions of 
their own accord. But they all agree 
that labor is returning to the phos- 
phate fields of Florida. The car short- 
age, however, is still as serious as 
ever, though the Railroad Administra- 
tion has promised improvement. Pro- 
ducers are sold up till the early part of 


1920. 
POTASHES 


Hope that the crying need for pot- 
ashes will be relieved by importations 
from Germany and Alsace within the 
near future is the bright glow on the 
horizon. Never has the need been 
greater than to-day. German offerings 
to this country have come from small 
lots in the hands of individuals over 
there which have been collected and 
marketed through Holland and Swiss 
and other ports. Resumption of pro- 
Auction in the German potash fields 
has been tmhuch more slow since the 
ceasing of military activities than was 
expected, but there is hope that within 
a short time Germany will again be a 
large exporter of this necessary ferti- 
lizer. When this comes American pro- 
ducers are not likely to need protec- 
tion, at least not much, for there will 
be need of all that can be produced

TANKAGE.—Though in the main quiet pre- 
vails in the market for tankage this animal 
ammoniate shows a very firm tone, with the 
Western producers evidently not disposed to 
make concessions. As far as the large pack- 
ers are concerned, they stand in the position 
of being able to pile up stocks, having ample 
means and extensive storage space, and they 
can afford to wait until the needs of the 
buyers really become imminent, and __ these 
buyers are forced to enter the market. Mean- 
while much tankage is being absorbed by other 
requirements, which naturally tends to con- 
firm the producers in their stand. Information 
from the West is still to the effect that tank- 
age is being held at $7.25 and 10 for 11 and 15 
high-grade ground stocks, c. a. f. basis Balti- 
more. Of course, on this basis no business is 
actually being done here, the output of the 
nearby packers being obtainable at figures 
under the quotation given. But, as has been 
pointed out again and again, the production 
in this section does not begin to meet the 
needs of the trade, ard the West must be 
drawn upon for the ammoniate in greater or 
lesser quantities.

POTASH.—There is a noticeable absence of 
really new developments in the potash trade, 
though it is reported here that a steamer will 
arrive shortly with one of the biggest ship- 
ments of potash from Europe aboard that has 
been received here since the beginning of the 
war.

The Chicago fertilizer market was quiet 
during the past week, with the fertilizer people 
holding off and very little being offered. The 
demand was light.

Government Places Restrictions on 
Sale of Potash Salts Containing 
Borax to be Used as Fertilizer 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 


The Department of Agriculture has 
investigated damage to crops attributed 
to the use of fertilizer containing high 
borax-potash, and has traced in impor- 
tant instances this potash to the product 
of Searles Lake, California. 

In order to permit safe use of this 
product in future, the department has, 
under authority of the control act of 
August 10, 1917, decided to place such 
restrictions on the use of potash salts 
containing borax as will guarantee the 
use of an application of not more than 
two pounds of anhydrous borax per 
acre. 

To effect this measure of safety, the 
department has issued instructions to 
the producers of potash salts at Searles 
Lake and to all brokers, fertilizer manu- 
facturers and mixers, not to sell potash 
salts direct to farmers as straight goods 
when they contain more than five-tenths 
of one per cent. of borax, and not to sell 
mixed fertilizers containing more than 
two pounds of borax per ton unless the 
amount of borax contained is plainly 
shown upon the container. 

This regulation is issued to insure that 
in no case shall a fertilizer application 
be made by farmers’ without. their 
knowledge, which would add more than 
two pounds of borax to the acre. The 
department feels that such restrictions 
will make the use of potash salts from 
Searles Lake as safe under all conditions 
of agriculture as in the use of nitrate of 
soda, acid phosphate, and other fertilizer 


constituents.

ANTHRANILIC.—There has been a 
fair demand for this materiai during

CRESOLINIC.—There is little inter- 
est in supplies of this commodity ot- 
tered in tne market.

CRESYLIC.—A good call tor this 
material during the week was reported 
by v.he leading producers. There is 
some difficulty connected with the 
matter of securing supplies of the 
product at present as is the case in 
the list of crudes. Prices are very firm 
on such spoc stuff as is offered from 
time to time. Quotations are gener- 
ally heard on the basis of 90c. per 
gallon for the 97@99 per cent. grade. 
Lhe lower grades are proportionally 
priced. 

H.—H acid remains weak. There 
are offers of the material at $1.50 per 
pound in most directions and this gen- 
erally expresses the producers’ views 
of the market.

NAPHTHIONIC.—There has _ been 
no change in the prices named on this 
Material since the last report.

PHTHALIC, — New developments 
were lacking in the price 
phthalic anhydride during the week.

Flavoring and Syrup Interests Appear 
at Hearing on Haugen Bill to 
Amend Food and Drug Law 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 


That the Haugen bill, amending the 
pure food law so that it would be con- 
sidered misbranding to use containers 
that are deceptive in appearance as to 
the quantity or quality of the goods con- 
tained therein, should be amended so as 
to require it to be proved that manufac- 
turers of the containers are actuated by 
the motive of deception, was argued by 
Thomas Lannen, attorney for various 
confectionery, flavor and syrup interests, 
at a hearing before the House Commit- 
tee on Agriculture yesterday. 

Dr. Carl Alsberg, chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, Department of Agricul- 
ture, and Solicitor Williams of that de- 
partment testified before the committee 
in support of the bill. Indications are 
that the department and the food and 
drug interests are not as far apart as 
they previously have been on the ques- 
tion at issue. 


The committee is scheduled 
up the bill for consideration 
tive session at an early date.

Japan Reported to Have Eyes on 


Utah for Future Supplies of Potash 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 

American potash produced in the State 
of Utah has found a market in Japan, 
according to information obtained from 
the Council of National Defense. A 
statement to this effect was made by 
Iwao Katayama, professor of chemistry 
at the Technical College of Seoul, Korea, 
who _was sent to the United States by 
the Japanese Government to study devel- 
opment of American potash and rosin 
industries. He is quoted as having said 
that his country has decided to cease 
obtaining supplies from Germany.

A large part 
of the material has already been sold 
and the scarcity is so great that the 
remainder will probably be taken up as 
soon as it is ready for shipment with- 
out affecting prices in the least. — 

The makers of extracts: are in the 
market for as large supplies of many 
of the natural products as they can 
get. It is stated that they are in some 
instances willing to enter into con- 
tracts over the coming year. Import- 
ers, however, are unable to offer any 
assurances of shipment and this fact is 
preventing contract business in most 
directions. The extracts are moving 
well for the tanning trade. One large 
producer states that the demand has 
practically exhausted his stocks of oak, 
chestnut, and divi divi extracts and 
that he is not anxious for new business 
in any of these items. Others of the 
extract group are also in good demand. 
Logwood and hematines are rather 
quiet, but some of the other high test 
extracts are moving in good shape. 
Prices are generally very firm and ad- 
vances are in prospect all along the 
line. This is due, it is stated, more to 
the fact that the raw material for mak- 
ing these materials are not forthcom- 
ing in any volume, than to the demand. 
The textile mills are taking supplies in 
fair volume, but this end of the trad- 
ing is rather spotty. One week there 
is a strong demand and the extract 
makers are of the opinion that the cor- 
nr has been turned, and the next 
week, practically nothing in the way 
of large lot business is done. During 
the past week the demand from the 
textile people has been very quiet and 
supplies have been taken very spar- 
ingly. This is due in large measure 
to the fact that the question of Ger- 
man vat dyes is taking up the atten- 
tlon of the textile interests. 

The starch group was featured by 
the reduction in corn starch. The de- 
mand is steady, but there is by no 
means a firm undertone to the mar- 
ket. Supplies are available for the 
demand and prices have come down 
steadily since the marked scarcity oc- 
casioned by the corn starch strikes 
has been overcome. 


Chemicals are quiet. The demand

ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—Business is 
still confined to small consurzing de- 
mands and prices are not changed 
since the last report.

With other grades 
out of the market, however, the de- 
maz:d for these has been largel\ triuns- 
ferred to the 65 per cent mate: al. On 
this account prices are being well 
maintained at 58c. per pound for large 
lots. Up to 60c. per pound is de- 
manded on smaller quantities of the 
material. 

BICHROMATES. — The _ bichromate 
group has ruled generally steady dur- 
ing the past week. There has, how- 
ever, not been anything remarkable 
in the way of demand. With export 
shipments tied up, the supply of the 
material has been larger than usual. 
Prices on bichromate of soda are 
slightly stronger and stood at 13@ 
13%4c. per pound on the spot. Con- 
tracts are offered at 9c, per pound or 
slightly under. The potash material 
is quoted to arrive as low as 25c. per 
pound. Spot goods, however, are not 
offered at less than 2614c. per pound 
in most directions. There is appar- 
ently a fair demand in most directions. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—There 
has been no change in the steady, quiet 
demand for the material and prices 
are held at 3c. per pound for the ordi- 
nary crystals in barrels without diffi- 
culty.

NITRATE OF IRON.—There is little 
interest in the supplies of this ma- 
terial which are offered in the spot 
market. The demand is still confined 
to the bare consuming requirements of

PRUSSIATES.— The demand 
prussiates is very strong, The con- 
sumers have about exhausted their 
stocks and are in the market for large 
quantities. There is very little ma- 
terial being offered by the producers 
who are well sold up for the balance 
of the year. Contract prices over 1920 
are reported as being somewhat be- 
low the spot prices at present. Yellow 
prussiate of soda on spot is quoted at 
not less than 26c. per pound while the 
yellow potash salt was slightly easier 
during the week at 42c. per pound.

SOLUBLE OIL.—tThere is a fair de- 
mand for this material and recent 
declines in price seem to have had the 
effect of putting the material at the 
point where the interest of the buyers 
has been aroused. Prices were gener- 
ally very firm during the period and 
sales at 13'4c. per pound for the 50 
per cent. and 17c, per pound for the 
75@85 per cent. grades were reported 
in the spot market.. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The demand is 
light and the market remains very 
weak. Producers are offering at 42c. 
per pound, but might shade these 
prices on a firm offer for a large 
quantity. 

ZINC DUST.—This material is mov- 
ing well. The producers report that 
their prices are now attracting atten- 
tion and that they are doing more 
business than they have been getting 
for some time back. At the close of 
the week, nothing better than 10%c. 
per pound was reported in the mar- 
ket. Some producers would not shade 
13c. per pound for material 90 per 
cent. through 350 mesh.

There is only a fair demand 
for the seed variety which is generally 
quoted on the basis of 514c. per pound, 
The fine grade is in better demand 
and looks firmer at 32@33c. per pound 
according to quantity. 

ARCHIL.—Makers of this extract 
report a steady demand and while 
there is no unusual feature to report 
that quantity of the material passing 
compares very favorably with the nor- 
mal consumption. Prices are very 
firm and no shading was reported ir. 
any direction. The double is offered 
at 16c. per pound while the concen- 
trated is generally held at 25@30c. 
per pound. 

BARBERRY.—There has been no 
change in the steady quiet position of 
this material since the last report. Sup- 
plies are said to be moving in good 
shape and prices are well maintained 
on the basis of 35c. per pound. 


BARWOOD.—Chipped barwood is in 
fair demand and the market looks very 
steady at 6@8c. per pound according 
to the quality of the offerings. 

BRAZIL WOOD.—There is little of 
this material available on spot and 
such supplies as are offered are gen- 
erally held at high levels. It is stated 
that the demand has carried off about 
all the wood which was in the market 
a week ago and while isolated small 
sales were reported during the week, 
the position of the material is rapidly 
approaching the nominal.

FLAVINE.—The leading producers 
report steady market for this material 
and a fair deal from the consumers. 
Prices are heid firm on this market 
condition at 90c. per pound inside. 

FUSTIC.—The strong demand for 
fustic coupled with the fact that re- 
cent shipments from the primary mar- 
kets are being held up in port by the 
strike, has forced prices on fustic up. 
There has been little trading during 
the week so far as spot stuff is con- 
cerned. This is due to the fact that 
only very small supplies are available 
on spot at present, Prices stood at $35 
per pound inside at the close of the 
week. The extract is being taken by 
the mills in fair shape. The demand 
is principally for small lots, but a 
fair volume of material is being moved.

GAMBIER.—There has been no 
change in the gambier market during 
the week. This is one of the few items 
on the list where supplies are not 
far behind the demand. There is a 
fair call and prices are firm at 11%c.

13c. per pound for the Java cubes. 
Gambier extract is in fair demand and 
prices are well maintained at 12c. per 
pound for the 25 per cent. tannin 
grade. 

HEMATINE.—There is apparently 
little demand for this material from 
the mills at present. One firm re- 
ports that he has several hundred tons 
of the material in port ready for ex- 
port shipment, but will dispose of it 
on spot if possible. Up to the close 
of the week, no buyers have been found 
for this quantity. Prices are based on 
the cost of the material and stand un- 
changed generally at 25c. per pound 
for the crystals and 18c. per pound 
for the solid. 

HEMLOCK.—tThere has been some 
demand for this product during the 
week and leading sellers are firm in 
their reports on the market. Prices 
stand at 6%c, per pound for the 25 
per cent. tannin grade. 

HYPERNIC.—There has been a good 
market for this product during the 
past week, but owing to the shortage 
of the raw material the supplies of- 
fered are hardly able to take care of it. 
The reports of producers are bullish 
in tone and advances would not be 
unexpected although none have oc- 
curred up to the present. Sales on the 
basis of 15c. per pound for the solid 
represent the tone of the market 
pretty well. The situation is very 
firm at this level. 

INDIGO.—There has been some de- 
mand for indigo during the week, but 
nothing resembling an active market 
has been noted. Supplies are ample 
to take care of the demand, and last 
week’s schedule of quotations is gen- 
erally repeated. The Bengal grade is 
offered at $2.25 per pound and prices 
range all the way from this figure 
down to 95c. per pound on the Madras, 
The extract is in some demand and 
the market is very steady at 23c. per 
pound. 

LARCH.—Larch bark extract is be- 
ing taken in large quantities by the 
tanneries. These interests’ are very 
busy and are bringing their require- 
ments into the market regularly. 
Prices are firm with quotations on the 
basis of 8c, per pound for the crystals 
and 4%c. per pound for the 25 per 
cent. liquid in tanks. 

LOGWOOD. — Supplies of logwood 
are practically exhausted and prices 
have again been advanced on spot. 
Sales of Haitian wood were noted dur- 
ing the week at no less than $35 per 
ton and not much was available at 
any price. There is practically noth- 
ing coming in at present, Jamaica 
wood could not be had at less than 
$45 per ton in any direction, while 
Mexican logs were out of the market 
altogether. There has been less call 
for the extract during the week than 
is usual, and prices are just maintained 
at their former levels. Sales on the 
basis of 20c. per pound for the solid 
and 25c. per pound for the crystals 
represent the value of the material in 
the spot market. 

MADDER.—There has been some de- 
mand for this material during the 
week, but trading is hampered by a 
lack of supplies. Prices are unchanged 
on the basis of 28c. per pound, but 
higher would probably be paid if there 
were an adequate quantity of goods 

MANGROVE.—Extract of mangrove 
cutch could have been had in spot 
during the week at 9c. per pound for 
the 55 per cent. grade.

S_nfower Sezd Oil a New Product 
of Southern I}linois Farmers— 


Report Good Demand 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31, 1919. 

Southern Illinois farmers have under- 
way the harvest of their most unique 
crop—sunflower seeds—and expect to 
have it gathered in another ten days. 
Oil mills in the southern part of the 
State convert the seeds into a high grade 
of oils akin to cottonseed oil. The mills 
also utilize the by-products of the stalks, 
heads and husks of the seed for stock 
feed and other purposes, being ground 
in machines to a pulp. There is a strong 
demand for the oil that comes from this 


section of the country, where it is be- 
lieved more sunflowers are preduced than 
in any other section of the country. 

E. A. Smith of Cairo, Ill, is the leader 
in the industry, and now has _ several 
thousand acres of rich river bottom land 
devoted exclusively to the raising of 
sunflowers.

BiCHROMATE OF SODA—Is further up to 
45 yen per 100 pounds, as producers still 
maintain their policy of reducing the supply 
for the purpose of price maintenance. It is, 
however, doubted it this tendency can hoid 
out much longer, because it is plain that buy- 
ers can not follow so much advance in the 
price, 

BiCHROMATE OF POTASH—Is_ supplied 
much more niggardly by its producers and in 
the market enough stock can not be obtained. 
Theretore the price is fast advancing. ‘ihe 
price to date is 57 yen per 100 pounds, 

BLEACHING POWDER—Is going up higher. 
In view of the reaction producers have ex- 
pected to follow the signing of the peace 
treaty the production of bieaching powder 
has been reduced as much as possible for some 
time past and at present the supply to the 
market is quite limited. Demand tor bleach- 
ing powder on the other hand has not only 
not fallen off, but commenced to recover 
lately. At present the market has not stock 
enough to meet demand in evidence. It is 
quoted a 7.50 yen per 100 pounds. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE—Remains quiet and its 
holaeis are in receipt of very few new orders 
from overseas. Only on account of the in- 
creasing cost of production as occasioned by 
labor’s claim for higher wages the decline in 
the price is prevented. It is offered at 8.30 
yen per 100 pounds. 

CAUSTIC SODA—Is receding from_ the 
height it has maintained for some time past. 
It is now offered at 11 yen per 100 pounds. 
The cause for this decline is to be found in 
the increase of supply. The same cause has 
caused declines in soda ash, too. English 
soda ash is quoted at 7 yen per 100 pounds, 
while American soda ash is quoted at 6.20 
yen per 100 pounds. 

SULPHATE OF COPPER—Is coming down 
out of keeping with copper. It is now offered 
freely at 23 yen per picul. In the opinion of 
principal factors in the line, this decline is 
only a reaction to the past advances. 

SULPHUR-—Is still deadly inactive and no 
one can see any sign of life and activity to 
come in its market. Nominally it is quoted at 
7U yen per ton. . 
ZINC DUST—Stands immobile although its 
demand is dwindling, because zinc is inclined 
to go up higher. The dye industry in Japan 
has not been given any promise of official pro- 
tection and it is apprehended that when it is 
given it will be too late, for already some 
Japanese firms have dispatched cargo-full boats 
to Hamburg to revive the Japan-German trade 
and on their homeward trips they will bring 
dyes and chemicals. The dye market has al- 
ready got duller and only on account of the 
exceedingly short stock in evidence the price 
is maintained. Dye manufacturers are also 
exceedingly conservative in their operations. 
This condition of the dye market and indus- 
try is telling on zinc dust. It is quoted at 
41.50 yen per picul. 

ZINC OXIDE—Remains unchanged. Al- 
though zinc betrays an inclination to go up 
higher, this product of zinc shows hardly any 
shade of sympathy with it on dull demand 
from foreign and domestic buyers. It is quoted 
at 32 yen per 100 pounds.

OCEAN FREIGHTS 


U. S. Shipping Board Announces New 
Schedule of Rates to North 
Atlantic Ports 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 


European tariffs Nos. 28, 29 and 30, 
just issued by the United States Shipping 
Board, announce new freight rates on 
several hundred commodities from United 
States north Atlantic ports to Hamburg, 
Bremen and Danzig and Scandinavian 
ports. Some of the ports are grouped 
and take the same rate, such as Chris- 
tiania, Gothenburg and Copenhagen; 
Trondhjem, Bergen and Malmo; Ham- 
burg and Bremen; while Stockholm, Hel- 
singfors and Danzig take individual 
rates. Practically every commodity has 
a distinct quotation to each port or 
group of ports as mentioned. The base 
rate remains unchanged. 

Fully a hundred articles or products of

PROHIBITION BILL 


Congress Passes Measure Over Pres: 
dent’s Veto — Internal Revenue 


Bureau to Enforce Act 


WASHINGTON, October 31, 191% 


In the record time of 24 hours, th 
House and Senate have passed the Ne 
tional Prohibition Enforcement Bill ove 
the President’s veto. The House acted 
on Tuesday and the Senate on Wedne- 
day. ‘The Bill forthwith becomes a lav 

The President had vetoed the combin- 
tion measure on the ground that it pr 
vided for war-time prohibition as we 
as Constitutional prohibition and that 
war-time prohibition is no longer neces 
sary in view of the demobilization o 
the army and navy. 

It was learned at the White ‘fouse t- 
day that the war-time prohibition ba 
will be lifted under the exercise of th 
power vested in the President by the 
War-Time Act passed last fall, as som 
as the Peace Treaty with Germany 
ratified. The fact that this country *

REFINERIES OF THE UNITED STATES 
SHOW INCREASED CAPACITY AS IN- 
DICATED BY REPORT OF OUTPUT 
FOR MONTH OF AUGUST. 


Figures which have just been made public rela- 
tive to the output of refineries of the United States 
for August last show some interesting comparisons 
with the production of those plants in the preceding 
years of 1918 and 1917, and provide much food 
for thinking on the part of the industry, as they in- 
dicate the tremendous strides which the industry has 
made in this country within the period in which the 
United States was engaged in the war. For last 
August the daily average output of the refineries of 
all the fields aggregated 1,043,937 barrels of 
crude oil, with a total of 119,792 barrels of oil pur- 

and re-run. These figures compare with 
920,460 barrels of crude run and 205,689 re-run 
in 1918 and 900,020 barrels of crude run and 76,- 
664 re-run in August, 1917. The total crude runs 
of the refineries for the month was 32,362,057 
barrels, 

The principal items of output—namely, gasoline, 
kerosene and gas and fuel oil—show increases over 
the same period of last year, but the greatest gain 
was made in kerosene. The output of gasoline for 


August was 10,543,425 barrels, against 10,655,-- 


969 in 1918 and 8,208,532 in 1917, while kero- 
sene produced by the refineries in August last aggre- 
gated 7,080,738 barrels, compared with 4,828,350 
in 1918 and 4,823,500 in 1917. Gas and fuel oil 
produced in August totaled 22,119,434 barrels, 
ee, © 6.255 in 1918 and 20,391,999 
mn /. 

Oklahoma and Kansas combined to run a close 
contest with Texas and Louisiana for the honors of 
eadership in the production of gasoline for the 
month, with the first named two winning with a total 
output of 67,856,519 barrels, against 67,219,567 
or the latter combination. Colorado and Wyoming 
together produced the smallest aggregate amount, 
namely, 18,328, 1 79 barrels. 

Refineries in the so-called East Coast district, 
tomprising New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
were far in the lead in the matter of production of 
kerosene, showing a combined output of 71,128,297 

mels for the month as compared with the nearest 
competitor, Texas and Louisiana, which turned out 
a total of 52,776,053 barrels. The excess shown 

e Eastern refineries is no doubt applicable to 

the huge export demand which has been in evidence 
mM the petroleuem market for many months, and it is 
irly safe to say that the bulk of the output of these 
reineries went to meet the call for kerosene abroad. 
¢ smallest output of kerosene was accredited to 
¢ refineries of Colorado and Wyoming, which

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showed a total of 5,714,215, but even that total is 
considered large for the relative size of the industry 
in those States as compared with «her fields. 
Altogether, the report is exceedingly interesting 
from the standpoint of the progress of the industry 
and bears out the recent statements that much of the 
industry of the world, if not the bulk of it, may find 
supplies of needed petroleum products in the mar- 


kets of the United States.

FIELD REPORTS INDICATE IMPROVE- 
MENT IN GENERAL CONDITIONS IN 
FIELDS, WITH A FEW EXCEPTIONS. 
JAPAN’S OUTPUT DECLINING AS 
FIELD BECOMES EXHAUSTED. 





While the weekly reports from the petroleum 
fields of the United States continue to show some 
slowing up of active drilling operations because of 
the recent heavy rains, the general conditions are 
much improved over those of the previous week. 
This is due to the fact that there has been a let-up in 
the rainfall in many sections and the ground is slowly 
drying out, with the subsequent resumption of opera- 
tions in those places. There are, however, many sec- 
tions where it is impossible to get down to hard 
work again because of the fact that the ground is 
still wet and roads are in poor condition for hauling 
needed supplies. But this condition applies more to 
the Gulf Coast regions. Other sections report some 
good results. 

The high grade Eastern fields show a gain of 59 
in the number of finished wells, though the total of 
new production has slumped 36 barrels. Very active 
drilling operations are reported in those fields and, of 
the work being done, the bulk is in the Kentucky 
and Tennessee districts, both of those States having 
the greatest volume of drilling wells ever recordsd m 
the history of oil development there. North Louisi- 
ana shows two large gushers and a number of small 
but good producing wells for the week. North Cen- 
tral Texas reports a lack of pipeline facilities in 
Burk-Waggoner extension, and the Burkburnett dis- 
trict is keeping the wells pinched down to 50 per 
cent. of their, potential capacity. California’s output 
keeps up to normal levels, with the report for the 
month of September showing that the production was 
at the same average rate per day as in August, 
though shipments were much heavier and necessitated 
the withdrawal of large quantities of oil from 
storage. 

Fields outside of the United States play an im- 
portant part in the news of the week, the Canadian 
fields showing a fair volume of work being carried 
on, especially in the Ontario districts. Possibilities 
of a good oil production being obtained from the 
Trenton limestone formation south of Richmond, 
Ontario, are giving encouragement to operators, who 
state that recent tests there have brought traces of 
oil, though it is down deep. Japan's petroleum pro- 
duction is on the wane, leaders there state, and they 
feel that the productive capacity of the field in the 
prefecture of Niigata, which is the principal produc- 
ing area of Japan, has about reached its limit and is 
approaching exhaustion. They pin their hopes for 
the future on the possibilities of oil in Akita, Hok- 
kadio and Taiwan prefectures. Roumania is begin- 
ning to show up good again and latest returns from 
that country state that the producers are hopeful of 
soon having their output on a basis of about 3,000 
metric tons daily. Strikes of workmen have been 
settled and the government is being pressed to aid 
in the import of greatly needed supplies and materi- 
als. Open exports of oil are regarded as imminent 
and the prices of crude have been sharply advanced 
as a result. 

Eastern 

An increase of 59 finished wells over the number 
for the previous week is shown in the review of the 
operations in the high grade fields east of the Mis- 
sissippi river, comprising Southern New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Tennessee. 
This indicates a considerable spurt in activity in these 
fields, though the reports indicate a falling off in the 
volume of new production, despite the gain in finished

wells. The loss in new production is, however, but 
approximately 36 barrels as compared with the pre- 
vious week. Very active drilling, however, is re- 
ported all over these fields and an especially good 
showing is being made in this respect at this time in 
Kentucky and Tennessee, which States are declared 
to have the greatest number of wells drilling ever 
known in the history of oil production in those com- 
monwealths. Some light pumpers were obtained in 
the Pennsylvania fields, but there were some cred- 
itable gas wells brought in. Little activity is reported 
from Illinois, where, it is stated, the producing area 
has been pretty well defined and drilled over. 


Gulf Coast 


With the return of fairer weather, work has been 
resumed on some of the properties which have not 


been entirely swamped by the unprecedented floods 
of water which have recently been descending upon 
the fields of the Gulf Coast. Roads are still in an 
impassable condition in most sections of these fields 
and will not yet allow of much heavy hauling of well 
materials and supplies. However, it is possible for 
the workers to move some of the vitally needed mate- 
rials, with the result, as heretofore stated, that some 
of the interrupted work has been started up again. 
The volume of work is small, though, and reports 
from the fields stated that there were about a dozen 
completions in the week in the coast country, of 
which number only five were producers and of 
those only one a flowing well. Three were small 
pumpers. The worst effects of the recent flood are 
still being felt in West Columbia and the Hull fields, 
where many leases were swamped and are still out 
of commission. In the past week it is estimated the 
average daily production for the entire Gulf Coast 
district was around 69,000 barrels. 


North Louisiana 


The bringing in of a 10,000 barrel gusher was 
the sensation of the week in the Claiborne field in 


the North Louisiana group of fields and the same 
field was credited with showing five good shallow 
wells for the period. Another inspiring report from 
the Claiborne was the news that a producing well 
had been completed in the Featherstone lease, a 
locality which was condemned in the early days of 
oil development in these fields. The Bull Bayou field 
also showed up well in the week with the completion 
of a well having an initial flow of 10,000 barrels in 
a territory where leases went begging not so long ago 
after two or three dry holes had been bored. Be- 
tween the two fields, the general report for North 
Louisiana indicates rather satisfactory development 
progress for the week, despite the fact that there 
ot to be hampering rains throughout the 
istricts. 


North Central Texas 


The lack of adequate pipeline capacity to handle 


new production in the Burk-Waggoner and Burk- 
burnett districts has caused operators to develop a 
sort of habit of postponing the final work of bringing 
a well which has been drilled to a satisfactory stage 
until such time as the required pipeline facilities are 
available. Consequently, many wells throughout 
those fields are pinched down to about 50 per cent. 
of their potential capacity or further development 
work is postponed. In the latter class there are 300 
wells ready to be brought in when transportation is 
available. Of course, this general habit has resulted 
in a falling off in the showing as to new production 
for the fields in question and has, in turn, an effect 
on the production estimates for the entire area cov- 
ered as the North Central Texas fields.

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Japan 
Reports from Japan relative to the petroleum in- 
dustry there are few and far between, and this issue 
of the Reporter contains one of those few, from 


which some interesting facts are adducible. One of 
these facts is the admission that the feeling is rather 
general among Japanese petroleuem men that the 
petroleuem fields in the Niigata prefecture of Japan 
are about exhausted. This feeling is accentuated by 
the recently published reports showing the estimates 
of production for this year up to July. The figures 
give the production for the period as approximately 
1,094,646 koku, a koku being equivalent to 
39.7033 gallons. The total * % decrease of 11.7 
per cent. as compared with the output for the same 
period in the previous year. These totals are official 
in that they are the publication of the Japanese Min- 
ing Bureau. Leaders in the industry in Japan are 
turning their attention to the possibilities of finding 
future oil supplies in the prefectures of Akita, Hok- 
kaido and Taiwan. 


Roumania 
The production of crude oil in the Roumanian 
fields for the month of July aggregated approxi- 


mately 24,000 metric tons, it is stated in the latest 
reports received from the Reporter correspondent in 
the field. The output was curtailed within the period 
mentioned by the prevalence of strikes of workers, 
but these have since been overcome and the industry 
is again getting down to more normal conditions— 
that is, so far as it is possible considering the im- 
mence work that must be accomplished to overcome 
the damage and destruction caused in the fields by 
the war. Nevertheless, it is the hope of the workers 
soon to have the output running on an average of 
3,000 metric tons daily. Efforts are also being made 
by various companies, it is stated, to intensify drill- 
ing operations and start new wells, together with a 
resumption of wildcat work. Operators are endeav-

Prices for crude oil show an upward ten- 
dency, largely due to the fact that a prospect of 
open exportation of the oil is seen imminent. Statis- 
tics showing the output of the important refineries of 
Roumanian fields for the month of June last indi- 
cate a total crude oil run of 58,279 metric tons, 
from which 12,348 metric tons of crude benzine 
were obtained; 11,310 tons of illuminating oils, 4,- 
401 of motor oil and 29,038 tons of residuals. 
Losses of crude in the operations of the refineries 
aggregated 1,181 tons. With the exception of the 
State Refinery, for which no figures were given, 
the refineries consumed a total of 5,289 metric tons 
of fuel oil in the month. The stocks on hand at the 
refineries on August 5 last aggregated 37,389 tons 
of crude and 174,076 metric tons of refined petro- 
leum products. 


REFINED PRODUCTS 
The strength which has been a feature of the 


market for petroleum and its refined products con- 
tinues to be noted throughout the industry. Crude 
prices hold firmly at previous levels, with indications 
that advances are due soon in several sections. Re- 
fined products are in good demand, this being espe- 
cially so of gasolines and kerosenes for export. Busi- 
ness in wax has also largely increased and prices are 
exceptionally firm, with some sellers asking higher 
levels than heretofore. The call for goods for export 
has become so heavy, in fact, that the largest pro- 
ducer has found it convenient and necessary to with- 
draw its entire export quotation list in order to pro- 
tect his own supplies for branch stations. Other ex- 
porters claim that the volume of inquiries in hand 
has never before been equaled. Domestic demand 
holds its own and there appears to be no indication 
that prices will be other than very firm for some 
time to come. Demand for lubricating oils is ex- 
cessive and there appears to be no end to the busi- 
ness in sight. Prices are strong and show an upward 
tendency.

PERSIAN TREATY 
PROTEST BY U. S. 


State Department and British 
Government Deadlocked 
Over Probable Con- 


trol of Oil 


Deposits 
WASHINGTON, October 31, 1919. 


_ The State Department and the British 
Foreign Office are deadlocked in nego- 
tiations over the Persian treaty or pro- 
ltectorate agreement recently consummated 
between Great Britain and the Shah’s 
government, according to information 
here. The department has protested the 
agreement, which is said to give greatly 
preferential or practically exclusive 
rights to Great Britain in economic mat- 
ters in Persia. There has been no reply 
to the protest for a long time. 

The position of this government is 
understood to be that there should be 
equality of opportunity for citizens of 
all nations in Persia. The importance 
of obtaining recognition of this principle 
may be realized if one has knowledge of 
the vast deposits of oil in Persia. Re- 
ports indicate that under the Persian 
agreement, Britain will be able to con- 
trol the oil situation in Persia. 

Department officials here frankly do 
not appear to expect favorable reply to 
the protest of this government, along the 
line of securing modification of the Per- 
sian pact so tnat Britain will yield any 
of her power over oil and other resources 
of Persia.

Royal Dutch Shell Shares Refused

Speculation as to ultimate control of 
Roumanian oil projects with the prospect 
that the Roumanian Government may con- 
sider the establishment of a State mo- 
nopoly for the oil industry has been in- 
tensined by recent events abroad.

New York Homes, Suggested

WASHINGTON, October 31, 1919. 


That oil can take the place of coal 
as fuel, is the opinion of Alton R. Ferris, 
mining engineer of New York, who is 
now in Washington. “Coal miners might 
take a tip from the strike in New York 
which led to the practical demonstration 
of publishing a magazine without the 
aid of typesetters, for coal is not the 
only fuel,” remarked Mr. Ferris. 

“The oil wells of the west and south- 
west are daily producing hundreds of 
thousands of barrels of oil and more 
wells are being drilled every day. A 
large number of concerns throughout the 
country have equipped their coal furnaces 
with fuel oil burners, and they are not 
worrying about the imminent strike of 
the coal miners. If the average house- 
holder had his furnace similarly equipped 
to burn oil instead of coal, it would teach 
the miners a lesson, as well as the opera- 
tors. It is a pity that the public gener- 
ally cannot change from coal grates to 
oil burners in cook stove and range and 
furnace.”

Fixed by British Government Under 


New Profiteering Act 
LONDON, October 2, 1919. 


Motor spirit having been brought (by 
special order dated October 1) within 
the new Profiteering Act, the Board of 
Trade has fixed the following maximum 
prices which may be charged on the 
sales of spirit, in cans:— 

Aviation, 2s. 10d. per gallon; special 
boiling points, 2s. 8d.; No. 1, 2s. 8d.; No. 
, 28. 6d. 

For delivery to commercial consumers 
(not for re-sale) in steel barrels 1d. per 
gallon less than can price and for de- 
livery in bulk to commercial consumers 

(not for re-sale) 114d. per gallon less 
than can price :—14d. per gallon to be 
added to all above prices when sold for 
delivery in Scotland or Ireland. 

The maximum price at which motor 
spirit may be sold by retail shall be the 
delivered price per gallon to the retailer, 
with an addition of four pence half-penny 
4 gallon. Quantities less than a gallon 
shall be sold at a price proportionate to 
that charged per gallon. Where motor 
spirit is delivered by a retailer to a pur- 
chaser at any place other .than the re- 
taller’s place of business, an extra charge 
at the rate of one penny for a gallon or 
or any part of a gallon may be added 
to the price permitted by this order.

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CARRANZA OIL LAW CHAPTER AFFIRMING 
NATIONAL DOMAIN IN DEPOSITS PASSES 





Mexican Senate Approves Chapter—Supreme Court to Make Pub- 
lic Decisions in Oil Cases Soon 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 25, 1919. 


After a discussion lasting for two days, 
the Senate approved the entire first chap- 
ter of the projected petroleum law sub- 
mitted by President Carranza in Novem- 
ber last. This chapter commences by 
reaffirming the declaration contained in 
article 27 of the constitution of 1917, that 
all pools, reservoirs and natural deposits 
of petroleum are the direct domain of 
the nation and are subject to the pro- 
visions of this law. All gaseous hydro- 
carbides encountered in the sub-surface 
or in natural seepages, and all natural 
deposits of ozokerites and asphaltum. 

The direct domain of the nation is de- 
clared to be inalienable and imprescripti- 
ble, and the rights which are granted un- 
der the law do not, therefore, constitute 
absolute and conclusive possession. Such 
rights are transferable and can be hy- 
pothecated or bequeathed, subject to noti- 
fication to the authorities of such trans- 
action. The petroleum industry is declared 
to be a public utility and the right of emi- 
nent domain or expropriation is granted so 
far as regards the areas necessary for the 
exploitation of claims. The right to con- 
struct pipelines, storage tanks, wharves 
and all the necessary appliances for the 
development, production and shipment of 
petroleum is granted to those engaged in 
the actual exploitation. 


Supreme Court Decisions. 


It is announced that the Supreme Court 
will probably render its decisions during 
the coming week upon the 66 appeals 
filed by various oil companies against 
the present laws and decrees. These de- 
crees were divided and submitted to 
three special commissions, to determine 
the points involved. They have com- 
pleted their labors, and the result of 
their judgment will be announced as 
stated. Regarding the question of await- 
ing the action of Congress upon the law 
now before it, before announcing their 
judgment, members of the Court declare 
that there is no necessity therefor, since 
they are dealing with fundamental 
judicial principles and based upon the 
legal interpretation of the provisions of 
the constitution. 

At the recent session of the Interna- 
tional Scientific Congress at Bilbao, Spain, 
the Mexican delegate, Senor Luis F. 
Soane, presented an elaborate study of 
the petroleum question in Mexico, based 
upon official reports, in which it was 
shown that this country would soon oc- 
cupy the first place in the world as an 
oil producer. 

During the first six months of the 
present year the exportations of petro- 
leum are said to have amounted to $50,- 
000,000 (Mex.) in value. During the 
month of September the export taxes on 
petroleum yielded the government ap- 
proximately $2,400,000. The annual re- 
ceipts from this source are placed at 
$14,000,000, or $7,000,000 American 
money, instead of $60,000,000 as alleged 
in ill-informed publications. 


Activity at Tamaulipas. 


Official reports from the northern por- 
tion of the State of Tamaulipas, border- 
ing upon the Rio Grande, state that there 
is an active movement in that region 
toward the development of petroleum de- 
posits which have been found to exist 
there. The officials in Matamoros are 
receiving many applications for permis- 
sion to develop these deposits, which are 
not only found in the State named, but 
extend into Coahuila as well. Lands are 
being bought or leased, and preparations 
made for the sinking of wells throughout 
that entire territory. Ten million dollars 
have already been invested here, mostly 
by Americans and in compliance with the 
laws. 

Reports from the newly discovered pe- 
troleum region in the State of Durango, 
on the eastern slopes of the Sierra Madre, 
and at an elevation of several thousand 
feet, are that seven companies are now 
engaged in sinking wells or preparing to 
do so, and that the indications are favor- 
able for bringing in good flows. The oil 
is said to be of high quality, superior to 
that of the coast oil belt. 

The number of vessels available for 
the transportation of petroleum is being 
constantly augmented, the increase in the 
past few months amounting to about 25 
per cent. At present the three principal 
ports, Tampico, Tuxpan and Coatzavoal- 
cos load from 12 to 14 boats weekly but 
this is being increased to 17 or 18, and 
will go still higher as vessels are released 
by the various governments that had 
been utilizing them for war purposes. 
Several companies have asked the gov- 
ernment of Mexico to permit them to load 
vessels at points where there are only 
provisional facilities, but it is not likely 
this will be granted, since it would afford 
opportunities for smuggling munitions 
and other contraband goods.

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MEXICAN SENATE 
DEBATES OIL LAW 


All Articles of Chapter 1 of 


Carranza Petroleum Act 


Passed at First Session 


WASHINGTON, October 31, 1919. 


With the exception of articles 2, 11 
and 12 of the Carranza executive mea- 
sure dealing with the petroleum situa- 
tion in Mexico, all the articles embraced 
in chapter 1 of the act were passed in 
the first session of the Mexican Senate 
that was devoted to that measure with 
practically no discussion, according to 
information received here. The debate 
is said to have been wholly lacking in the 
interest displayed in the early discussion. 
Despite a defense by Sr. Salinas, article 
2 was sent back to the committee to be 
amended. Similar action was taken with 
regard to articles 11 and 12. 


A report of a summary of the debates 
on the petroleum bill that has been pre- 
pared here continues as follows :— 


Article 17, relating to the method of 
acquiring the right of developing a pe- 
troleum claim was the subject of a warm 
debate. Sr. Orantes argued that this 
article is “the door through which all 
must pass in order to engage in the oil 
industry either (1) by means of a con- 
cession, or (2) by the confirmation of 
pre-existing rights,” and that article 2 
(Transitory) should be incorporated in 
the body of the bill. Sr. Salinas held that 
article 2 (transitory) belonged more 
properly where it had been assigned, 
since it related to “a true transition.” 
Sr. Lugo contended for the adoption of 
article 17 without amendment since “it 
does no more than reproduce article 27 
of the constitution.” 


Article 17 was approved by a vote of 
26 to 20. , 


Article 18, classifying lands in the Re- 
public, was likewise warmly debated. 
Sr. Reynoso attacked the classification as 
“artificial.” In reply, Sr. Salinas ad- 
mitted that the classification might be 
“arbitrary,” but called attention to the 
fact that “there are certain lands of com- 
mon use that must be withdrawn, such 
as highways, etc.” Sr. Tejeda (author 
of minority report approving executive 
measure) was anxious to withdraw the 
article because of the opposition shown, 
but this was prevented by Sr. Salinas. 
Sr. Rios attacked the article as uncon- 
stitutional and criticised “the concessions 
granted to Urbina and Millan (govern- 
ment favorites). Sr. Salinas defended 
these grants by saying that it was “a 
permit to invest money in a_ highly 
risky business” since they were author- 
ized to develop submarine deposits. 


After a series of charges and counter- 
charges—that Pescador has made certain 
denouncements; that Lugo is the rep- 
resentative of certain powerful interests; 
that Tejeda is likewise—Article 18 was 
rejected by a vote of 32 to 9.

Justice Page reviews the negotiations 
between Mr. Brown and Mr. Leach, and 
adds:—“It is my opinion that his re- 
fusal (Mr. Leach) to go on with the en- 
terprise was for the purpose of eliminat- 
ing the plaintiff (Mr. Brown) from par- 
ticipation in the profits.”

Brown for one-third of the profits. 

As to Mr. Levering, who authorized

LEVERING GETS VERDICT 
Richmond Levering & Co. Awarded 
$25,000 for Alleged Libel in 


Metropolitan Pet. Case 


Richmond Levering, president of Rich- 
mond Levering & Co. was awarded 
damages of $25,000 by a jury before 
Justice Donnelly of the Supreme Court 
in a libel action against Franklin D. L. 
Prentiss. It was alleged that Mr. Pren- 
tiss made statements in a circular which 
was distributed in the summer of 1917 
among the stockholders of the Metro- 
politan Petroleum Corporation, in which 
Mr. Levering was accused of concealing 
facts concerning the development of a 
great oil gusher in Mexico. This con- 
cealment, it was charged, resulted in 
loss of that valuable property by the 
Metropolitan Petroleum Corporation, and 
netted Mr. Levering-and his associates 
enormous profits. 


The Prentiss charges were the begin- 
ning of the somewhat famous legal ac- 
tions now before the courts and for the 
last two years involving ownership of 
the great Tepetate gusher of the Island 
Oil and Transport Corporation, to which 
the Metropolitan Petroleum Corporation 
has made claim. The verdict was the 
first rendered in any of the pending 
suits. Judge Waddell, in the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court in Richmond, Va., two years 
ago issued a decree for the defendants 
in a trial based upon the charges con- 
tained in the circular and made against 
the Island Oil corporation. 

It has been generally credited that the 
statements in the circulars inspired the 
litigation of the Metropolitan stockhold- 
ers against Mr. Levering and against the 
Island Oil corporation. These _ state- 
ments Justice Donnelly charged to the 
jury were libel per se and in less than 
ten minutes a verdict in favor of Mr. 
Levering was returned. As Mr. Prentiss 
did not appear to defend the suit, the 
jury was directed by the Justice to 


MINERAL OIL EXPORTS 
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OIL LEASING MEASURE PASSES 
HOUSE WITH FEW AMENDMENTS 





Probable Disagreement by Senate Expected With Adjustment of 
Differences in Conference Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1919. 


The Oil-Leasing bill passed the House 
of Representatives this afternoon after 
debate extending over portions of several 
days. The measure as reported from the 
House Committee on Public Lands was 
not amended materially on the floor of 
the House, except in section 35, which 
provides the method of disposing of the 
royalties to be collected on leases. 


In the Committee Bill the division was 
to be 10 per cent. for government admin- 
istrative purposes, 45 per cent. to the 
United States Reclamation Fund, and 45 
per cent. to the States in which leases 
are made, for use in the construction of 
roads and the State school systems, these 
funds to be appropriated by the State 
Legislatures for the purposes indicated. 


This provision was changed by the 
House, which drew a distinction between 
future royalties under the Leasing bill 
and royalties already collected or in dis- 
pute and held in escrow by courts, in re- 
ceivership proceedings, etc. Such “past’’ 
royalties, the House voted, should be dis- 








assess damages based upon the effect of 
the statements and resultant injury to 
Mr. Levering’s reputation. 


Saleswoman Gets Verdict for $1,045 
Against Para-Crude Oil Co. 


A jury before Justice Walsh in the 
City Court, has returned a verdict for 
$1,045 in favor of Nellie B. Fassel, suing 
the Para-Crude Company and William 
C. Robinson and Sons, for services ren- 
dered as a saleswoman. The defendants 
denied any money was due the plaintiff 
and asserted she was paid $215 on ac- 
count although her commissions totalled 
but $25.43. 


A. B. Benesch & Co. Suit for Sequo- 
yah Oil Stock Value is Dismissed 


Justice John M. Tierney of the Su- 
preme Court, has dismissed an action 
brought by A. B. Benesch & Co., against 
Theodore Friedeberg, for the recovery 
of $2,250 alleged to represent the value 
of 1,500 shares of stock of Sequoyah Oil 
& Refining Co., said to have been deliv- 
ered by mistake to Mr. Friedeberg, and 
awarded costs to the defendant amount- 
ing to $109.80.

tributed, 70 per cent. to the reclamation 
fund, 20 per cent. to the States, and 10 
per cent. for Federal administration of 
the law. Royalties to be collected after 
the passage of the act, the House voted, 
shall be divided as follows :—60 per cent. 
to the reclamation fund, 30 per cent. to 
the States and 10 per cent. to the govern- 
ment for administration. 

There were a number of other changes 
made in the bill on the floor of the House, 
but most of them were of a minor or ver- 
bal character. There was an effort made 
to restore the so-called anti-trust pro- 
visions of the Senate bill into the House 
bill, but it was not successful. The opin- 
ion was expressed by a prominent mem- 
ber of the Public Lands Committee that 
the Senate anti-trust provisions, so-called, 
would be worth many millions of dollars 
to the Standard Oil Co. 


The Oil Leasing bill was considered un- 
der a special rule reported from the 
House Committee on Rules. The general 
debate on the measure was not long, but 
liberal allowance of time was made un- 
der the so-called five-minute rule during 
the reading of the bill paragraph by 
paragraph for discussion and amendment. 
Chairman Sinnott of the Public Lands 
Committee was in charge of the bill, 
which was supported generally by mem- 
bers of that committee, and conservative 
members of Congress, as well as many 
others. Mr. Sinnott was assisted ably in 
handling details of the bill by Represen- 
tative Ferris of Oklahoma, formerly 
chairman of the committee, and by Ed- 
ward Baldwin, clerk of the committee. 


Representative Raker of California 
sought to have incorporated in the bill a 
radical amendment directed against alien 
ownership and control of oil properties in 
this country, but failed. Representative 
Mondell of Wyoming, Republican leader 
of the House and chairman of its Steer- 
ing Committee, assisted materially in the 
preparation of the bill and in getting it 
through the House, Though not in favor 
of the leasing system he recognized that 
it is coming, and his knowledge of land 
legislation and land questions was 
brought into use frequently. Representative 
Griffin of New York criticised the bill as 
favoring big oil interests, and Represen- 
tative Anderson of Minnesota contended 
that it ought to have more teeth in it, 
but the consensus of opinion is that the 
bill is about as fair and Satisfactory a 
measure as can be obtained at this time 
to protect the interests of the public and 
at the same time permit development of 
mineral resources. 


The next step will be for the Senate 
to take up the House amendments to the 
Senate bill.

CALIFORNIA FIELD. 


September Production Figures Show Same Aver- 
age Rate as Previous Month of 279,905 
Barrels Daily Shipments Increased 


TAFT, Cal., Oct. 
The statistics covering the month of 
September have just been made public 
by the Independent Oil Producers’ 
Agency and show production to have been 
at the same rate as the month previous, 
279,905 barrels daily. Shipments showed 
a big increase, however, and_ totaled 
9,124,166 barrels, an increase of 304,137 
barrels. Consequently oil was drawn 
from storage at the rate of 24,232 bar- 
rels daily, or a total of 726,963 barrels 
during the month.
